“The legal fraternity are also excited over a 
phase of the matter which has a particular bear- 
ing upon their emoluments. 
these mortgage forgeries {impair confidence in real 
estate lawyers, they will either check real estate 
business or drive dealers in it to the newly-devised 
title guarantee companies, ef which there are al- 
ready three in operation in this city, and of which, 
it may be expected, more will be formed. The 
oldest and best of these companies is the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Company, which has a paid- 
UD capital of $1,000,000, more than haif of which 
is in money securities and the remainder in a 
costly and valuable collection of searches, ab- 
stracts, and indexes, which give it the mastery 
of the entire records of the Register’s office 
ard make its information on the titles to the 
real estate of the city as nearly perfect as it can be. 
The company both examines titles, and, for an ad- 
ditional fev, guarantees them, so that a purchaser or 
a lender has not only the moral assurance of a 
thorough examination, but the material money 
guarantees of an insurance policy, which, like tho 
warranty in a warranty deed, binds the company to 
make good any defects or incumbrances of his own- 
ership. The Lawyers’ Title Insurance Company 
is an association of lawyers and law firms, who have 
put up $500,000 asa fund to guarantee their sev- 
eral clients, in addition to their personal responsi- 
bility. A title passed by any member of the asso- 
ciation will be warranted by it on the payment of 
a moderate fee, thesameas by the Title Guarantee 
Company, each lawyer being held responsible for 
his own work. It is, however, alittle unfortu- 
nate that among the lawyers whose work the 
company undertakes to guaran tee are Shipman, 
Barlow, Larocque & Choate, who have just lost 
$264,000, and William R. .Foster, Jr, who has 
issued forged bonds and mortgages for $193,000. 
If all these securities had been indorsed by the 
company, as they easily might have been, a pretty 
large hole would have been made inits funds. The 
principle of only approving examinations made by 
the company itself would seem to be much sound- 
er. Besides these two companies, there is 
another, the German-American Real Estate Title 
Guarantee Company, which has not yet gone fairly 
into operation. That these companies must for the 
present get away a good deal of business from the 
lawyers seems very likely. Since a corporation has 
perpetual existence, its contract is more permanent 
than that of a natural person. Besides, every indi- 
vidual lawyer or law firm may not possess, a8 Ship- 
man, Larocque, Barlow & Choate do, the financial 
ability to make good large losses like theirs, where- 
as acompany has its capital, and, if itis doing a 
good business, can call upon its stockholders to ®on- 
tribute more it it is needed.

HISTORY OF TITLE INSURANCE IN THE 
UNITED STATES. 

The first real estate title insurance company 
was organized in Philadelphia in.1876. Since then 
title insurance companies have been formed and are 
in successful operation in New-York, Boston, Balti- 
more, Washington, Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
Kansas City, Denver, San Francisco, Portiand, and 
nearly every important city in this country. 

Th basi; of successful business forall of these 
CO.upanies isa plant. This is made up of copies or 
abstracts of every deed, :nortgage, or other recorded 
legal paper affecting real estate,so grouped and 
aystematized according to the lots of land affected 
as to constitute complete abstracts of title to each 
piece of property in a particular city. Such a plant 
is as indispensable to a properly conducted title 
insurance company as a Westinghouse air brake to 
a n.odern railroad company or a tidewater pipe line 
to an oil company. 

The cost and labor of making one in a gréat city 
is enormous. The complete plant in Philadelphia 
cost nearly $250,000. The plant in Chicago has re- 
cently changed hauds at the price of $600,000, and 

8 practicaily the sole reliance of that city for 
knowledge as to its titles, and*thas been so for many 
years. The system was established in New-York 
and Brooklyn in 1583, by the 
TITLE GUARANTEE AND TRUST COMPANY 
of 55 Liberty-st., New-York, and 26 Court-st., Brook- 
lyn. Its plant comprises a complete copy of all the 
real estate records of New-York and Kings Coun- 
ties, and of the greater portion of Westchester 
County. The constraction and perfection of this 
plant, which is the largest and most complete in the 
world, has occupied five years of time and has cost 
more than $450,000. It is the only plant or ap- 
proximation toa plant, properly so called, in the 
two cities. 

The tidewater pipe lines are said to have reduced 
the-cost of carrying oil to the seadoard to less than 
one-quarter of the cost under the old method by rail. 
A real estate plant has made as great arevolution 
in real estate transactions in every city where one 
has been made. 

The sworn_reports of the last feed Register of 
Wew-York made to the Secretary of State show 
that real estate owners paid for searches to that one 
ofiicer, in 1884, $88,000; in 18385, $86,000; in 1886, 
$110,000. 

The County Clerk’s searches for the same years 
cost still more. The tax and vther searches cost at 
least $100,000 per year, so that the annual bill of 
New-York alone for searches, which under the old 
practice have been disbursements added to the 
lawyers’ fees for services, has been $300,000. It 
Was to save this great waste that the Title Guaran- 
tee and Trust Company made its plant.

with the cost, labor, and risk of abstracting, search- 
ing, and examining the same titles, time after time 
aud year after year, as lawyers had dove from time 
immemorial. The result in Philadelphia aad ip 
every other city where the same pian has been 
tried, ampiy justifies this conviction. In New- 
York, with abstracts of title thus ready for exam- 
ination, and the custom Searching rendered un- 
Decessary, the Title Guarantee and Trust Company’s 
lawyers, skilled in title examination and making 
this their exclusive work, cau more readily, safely, 
See pony than any one elise, conduct their tech- 
uical investigations, 

Knowiug therefore that when its plant was com- 
pleted the Vitie Guarantee ani Trust Company 
could work for the public with ,reater safety than 

been possibie theretofore, and at rates remuner- 
ative to ib though much beiow liwyers’ customary 
charges, the company in the Summer of 1884 
open: its oitices for business. It worked at a great 
disadyuntage at frst, because of the want of a plant, 
and the making of the plant was persistentiy ob- 
structed by tie ofticiais interested in the large fees 
reveived for searches. The protit of the company 
threugh these yoars of preparation was in the grad- 
ually acguired acquaintance of the public with its 
prinviplos and contidence 1n 1ts methods. OUOpon the 
com pietion of the plant in the Summer of 18388, the 
company abolishe:l all charges for searches, and 
ered open to its ciients the fail bonefits of its years 
ot labor. 

It was foreseen that such a revolution as would be 
eficclea by the use of a piant by @ title insurance 
compauy would necessarily antagonize, in any 
. ely, that part of the legal profession which had 

preovicasly derived lucrative fees from repeated ex- 
mwinations of titles by the old method. Iu each 
city earnest but futile efforts have been made to 
hot vack the tide of reform. Everywhere, pur-

THERE WAS NO SENSATION 


‘TAMMANY HALL NOMINATES 


A SIRAIGAT TIOKET. 
THOUGHT OF LOCAL UNION 
THROWN TO THE WINDS-—HUGH J. 
GRANT THE CANDIDATE FOR MAYOR. 
Tammany Hall has nominated its ticket 
and the agony of expectation that has possessed 
politicians since Wednesday is over. But Tam- 
Many has not redeemed its promise of a polit- 
ical sensation. Its tieketis of the old order. 
Nonew names appear onit. There is nothing 
about it to excite the wonder and admiration of 
the unprejudiced on-looker. It is framed to draw 
out the full strength of Tammany. 
The tieket is as follows: 
For Mayor—Hugh J. Grant. 
For Sheriff—James A. Flack. 
For County Clerk—Edward F. Reilly. 
For President of the Board of Aldermen— 
George H. Forster. 
For Coroners—Ferdinand Levy, Dr. Louis W. 
Schultz, and Daniel Hanly. 
‘There never was a day of greater uncertainty 
for iocal politicians than was yesterday. No- 
body knew what was going to happen, and

“everybody, except perhaps the County Democ- 


racy leaders, who had their. plan of action 
clearly outlined, believed until evening that 
there was a prospect of union between the local 
Democratic factions. Conferences were held all 
day long between Richard Croker and his ad- 
visers, on behalf of Tammany, and Justics 
Maurice J. Powerand his councilors, on behaif 
of the County Democracy. Like those 
of the previous day, they were under 
the supervision of the National Democratic 
Committee, whose members were earnestly 
desirous of making peace between the factions. 
Like those, they were fruitless. The County 
Democracy men were strong in their deter- 
mination to cling to Abram 8. Hewittas the 
candidate for Mayor. They were willing to 
consider Roswell P. Flower, and they consid- 
ered him long, though -perhaps not earnestly. 
In the language of Deputy County Clerk Gil- 
roy, “the County Democrats would do nothing 
to compromise themselves. They thought they 
had Tammany in a hole, and they leftit to 
climb out as best it couid.”’ 

The wish of the National Committee to ap- 


pease the wrath of the factions against each 
other was given a proof by an attempt they 
made te induce Mr. Hewitt to withdraw and so 
leave the Ceunty Democracy without their 
sheet anchor. Messrs. Gorman, Scott, and 
Cooper went to him and he met their sugges- 
tions with the remark: 

‘Itis too late. If yeu hadeome a week ago 
it might have been done. Now the situation 
cannot be changed.” 

Notwithstanding this, the conferences went 
on, in the hope on one side that as Mr. Hewitt 
would not desert the County Democrats they 
might be induced todrophim. But all confer- 
ences must come to an end, and: these ended 
practically at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
although the conferrees promised to meet again. 
It would bea logical result of this agreement 
that Tammany Hall’s convention, called to 
meet at 7:30 o’clock, should not meet and 
nominate a ticket. But it did meet and nomi- 
nate one, and thisis the reason why it did so, 
as given by Richard Croker to a reporter of THE 
TIMES in the eourse of the convention: 

“Several days ago,” he said “the National 
Committee, having been inundated with letters 
from Demecrats out of town who looked with 
anxiety oo the condition of affairs in thié city, 
sentforme, I wentto headquarters and. was 
asked if a eompromise, and union, between 
Tammany and the County Democracy could 
not be effected on Roswell P. Flower as a candi- 
date for Mayor. Isaid that Tammauy sought 
only the advantage of the national ticket, 
and would do anything ia reason. But, 
I said, I knew the sentiment of the 
organization sufficiently weil te declare that 
it wouid not accept Mr. Hewitt as a candidate. 
I went.back to the Committee of Twenty-four 
and we canvassed the merits of Mr. Roswell 
P. Flower. We also decided to suggest J. Ed- 
ward Simmons, Samuel 8. Cox, Joseph J. 
O’Donohue, Hugh J. Grant, and P. Henry Du- 
gro, a3 men, any one of whom would be a 
goed Mayor. 

‘“‘Well, we were invited to a conference with 
the National Committee and the County Demoe- 
racy. The conference began on Wednesday and 
continued frem time to time until this afternoon 
at 4 o’clock, when a recess was taken until 9 
o’clock to-night. During all this time the County 
Democracy’s representatives clung positively to 
Mr. Hewitt as acandidate. Tbey refused even 
to consider any other person suggested than 
Mr. Flower, and him they dia not cen- 
sider earnestly. It was ‘Mr. Hewitt’— 
‘Mr. Hewitt’ all the time. They were tied to 
him and would not let loose. But all the time 
they were ‘eonsidering’ Mr. Flower. They were 
‘considering’ him when the conférence ad- 
jeurned from 4 o’clock this afternoon until 9 
o’clock te-night. It was a plan to interfere with 
the course of our cenvertion. We could not 
delay. We will go on and nominate our ticket.” 

The convention was held in Tammany Hall. 
It was an immense, but, in the early part of the 
evening, an apathetic body. Everyvody had 
learned that union had not been agreed on, and 
everybody had banished the idea of a sensation 
arising in the eourse of its proceedings. The be- 
lief was general that a straight-out ticket of 
hide-bound Tammany men would be named, 
but none but the leaders knew who the nom- 
inees would be. All waited and exchanged 
guesses. The result proved some of the guesses 
to be correct. 

Shortly after 8 o’clock the convention was 
called to order by Police Justice John J. Gor- 
man, who named Gen. John Cochrane for 
temporary Chairman, and Thomas F. Gilroy, 
Joel O. Stevens, and Sidney F. Cowan for Secre- 
taries. Secretary Gilroy put his hand on the 
throttle and the machine started. The first en- 
thusiasm of the night was evoked as the leaders 
of the various districts went up to the platform 
te present their credentials. Pat Divver, Ed- 
ward F. Reilly, and Barney Martin, who were 
lookea on as Competitors for the Shrievaity 
nomination, were greeted by shouts that shook 
the new ¢eiling of the handsome and spacious 
hall. Everything went smeothly, Secretary 
Gilroy directing everything. On his motion 
Cowmmiitees on Resolutions and Permanent Or- 
ganization were appointed. ‘They retired for 
consultation and the convention took a recess 
tor 20 minutes. Then “Jimmy” Oliver of Para- 
dise Park reported that the temporary ofticers 
should be eontinued as the permanent officers. 
He read the list of Chairman, Viee-Chairman, 
and Secretary with loud-sounding oratory and 
presented the list at the platform with an inim- 
itable bow. George H. Forster, President of 
the Board of Alderinen, read a long series of 
resolutions, giving auti-Know-Nothingism as the 
keynote of Tammany’s warcry. The principal 
of the resolutions, after those indorsing the 
national and State tickets, were: 

“We believe the re-election of President Grover 
Cleveland aad Gov. David B. Hill to be of para- 
mwount importance in the interest of good govern- 
ment, a8 the triumph of the Demoeratic candidates 
on the Democratic platform in this election is vital 
to the perpen gow: progress ofour country and to 
the overthrow of the reactionary and inconsistent 
doctrines promaigated by the Republican National 
and State Convontions. 

“Tammany Mall, ever solicitous forthe interests 
of the masses who constitute its organization, will 
continue its resolute support of Democratic meas- 
ures and its undeviating opposition to monopolies, 
aristocracy, and Kaow-Nothingismin any form. 
We zealously support every measure toimprove the 
condition of the workingmen. We demand the re- 
adjustment and distribution ef taxation sv as to 
lessen the burdens of the iavorer, whe, though 
without property, pays he.vy taxes in his rent, 
clothes, aud tood; that trusts be suppressed be- 
cause they reduce the wages of labor and selfishiy 
discharge laborers in order to step production, 
thereby enhancing the price of the necessaries of 
life regardless of cost; that the labor ori product of 
the labor of convicts should not be allowed to com- 
pete with honest labor crits work; that the na 
tion’s land should be rescued from capitalists and 
aliens who retain it without authority of law, and be 
reserved as homes for the peuple; that combina- 
tions of labor to promotefjits interests are not crim- 
inal, and should not continue to be declared crime 
by law; that the operations of Exciianges by which 
the price of food is capriciously and unreasovably 
advanced to enrich gamblers and impoverish the 
people are contrary to the principles of our Govern- 
ment; we oppose sumptuary laws and all unreason- 
able interference with the persona) liberty and or- 
derly customs of any vortion of the people. Just 
and equitable excise laws should be enacted which 
ean be enforced and the present incunsistent and 
uneystematic statutes should berevised. The se- 
cre¢y of tne ballot{should be sacredly preserved 
andthe humblest voter protected in the right to 
cast his ballot in accordance with his will and have 
it honestly counted.” 

Other resolutions insisted on home rule for 
New-York City, cheaper meaus of transit, pro- 
tection of women and children from unhealth- 
ful occupations, eleamer streets. und various 
reforms, and declared that no looal candidate 
shoulda be nominated by the Demoorativc Party 
who is net heartily in favor of the re-elestion 
ot President Cleveland. After these came the 
feature of the convention. It was two pre- 
ambles and a resolutien offered by Commis- 
sioner Croker, who was uproariously cheer 
They rao as follows: ‘ 

Whereas, In response to requests from prominent 
Dermgocruts throughout the’ country this orgapiza- 
tion has signi, its willingness to unite with ail 
«00d Democrats iu sup acandidate for Mayor 
Whose recor w net provoke against the Demo- 
cratic Ape lal candida hostility of any 
Out ici over e been ai

County Democracy and treated with contemptuous 
neglec; ttherefore be it 

esolved, That this convention do now proceed to 
nominate a candidate for Mayor and other county 
officers. ; 

They took the convention off its feet.@ Hats 
Were thrown into the air and bandanas waved. 
Atlast Bourke Cockran got a chance to talk, 
and made a loud-sounding speech against the 
Know-Nothing. sentiment that Tammany has 
discerned in somebody and: against the dicta- 
tion ef nominations by editors,of newspapers, 
whose true duty it was, he said, to echo the 
opinions of the people and not ferce opinions 
on them. He played on the irish flag incident 
and invited all who preferred a liberal-minded 
man to Mayor Hewitt—a man of aetion, net of 
words—to follow -‘Tammany. 

Then he nominated Sheriff Hugh J. Grant for 
Mayor. The nomination was accepted with 
cheers, and then, in quick succession, Senator 
Jabob A. Cantor named County Clerk James A. 
Flack for Sheriff; Senator Eugene [ves present- 
ed Senator Edward F. Reilly for County Clerk, 
and Alderman Pat Divveriled forward George H. 
Forster for President ef the Board of Aldermen. 
All were accepted without objection, as were 
the candidates for the three Coronerships— 
Ferdinand Levy, Daniel A. Hanly, and Dr. 
Louis W. Schultz. i 

Then Henry Seidel appeared on the platform 
at the head of acommittee of German-American 
Democrats. Mr. Seidel informed the conven- 


tion that the German-American Democrats . 


were delighted with the Tammany ticket, and 
particularly with the recognition by it.of their 
own importance through the acceptance of one 
of their number, Dr. Louis W. Schultz, as a 
candidate for Corener. They had held a con- 
vention and thad indorsed the entire ticket. 
How the German-American Cofivention had 
been enabled to move so quickly was a cause of 
wonder to some innocent Tammanyites, 

The convention appointed a committee to 
notify the candidates of their nomination, and 
another to arrange for a mass meeting. Then it 
adjourned, and every good Tammanyite went 
away echoing Big Tom Brennan’s assertion that 
Tammany would poll over 100,000 vetes jor its 
ticket, and sweep Hewitt out of sight. 

The action of Tammany in making nomina- 
tious caused great surprise to the members of 
the National Committee who had tried to com- 

ose the differences of the two factions. It had 

eon the belief that Tammany would adjourn 
its convention and await the result of a further 
conference. Mr. Flower certainly expected that 
he would be the candidate for Mayor of the 
United Democracy. He was at the Fifth-Ave- 


nue last evening. When he was informed that 


Sheriff Grant had been nominated he remarked, 
‘* Well, he’s a good man, isn’t he?” and took the 
night train for Watertown. 


SKETCHES OF THE CANDIDATES. 

HuGu J. GRANT was born in this city 
about 34 yearsago. He is the leader of the 
Tammanyites of the Nineteenth Assembly Dis- 
trict and Chairman of the Committee on Organ- 
ization. In 1882 he was elected to the Buard 
of Aldermen and re-elected in 1883. In 1884 
he attained the distinction of being one of two 
Aldermen who voted against the Broadway 
Surface Railroad franchise. This attracted the 
attention of John Kelly, the leader of Tammany 
Hall. In 1884 Mr. Grant was nominated by 
Tammany for Mayor and was defeated by 
Mayor Grace. In 1885 he was elected Sheriff, 
Gefeating Andrew J. White, the nomunee of the 
County Democracy, and John W. Jacobus, the 
Republican candidate. His term of office as 
Sheriff expires this year. 

JAMES A. FLACK, the nominee for Sheriff, is a 
bookbinder by trade ana for nearly three 
years has been the County Clerk of New-York 
County, having been elected in 1885. He never 
before held an elective office. He is about 48 
yearsof age and the leader of the Tammany 
Democrats of the Twentieth Assembly District. 
He 18 also the Grand Sachem of the Tammany 
Society. 

EDWARD F, REILLY, thé present Senator frem 
the Sixth Senaterial District, graduaced from 
the Sherifi’s office in 1884, when he was elected 
Assemblyman from the Sixth Assembly District. 
He served in that capacity tor two terms, when 
he was elected to the Senate, In 1887 he was 
re-elected for the term endingin 1890. He is 
fona of saying that he received the largest ma- 
jority ever cast in this city ior a Senator. 

GEORGE H. ForRSTER was born in Massachu- 
setts about 50 years ago. He was admitted to 
the practice of the law im 1861. In 1875 he 
was elected to the Assembly from the West- 
chester district, and in 1879 the Republicans 
elected him to the Senate. In 1881 he ran on 
the Republican ticket as candidate for District 
Attorney and was defeated by John MoKeon., 
Three years later he appeared before the public 
as the candidate of Tammany Hallfor District 
Attorney and was defeated by Judge Martine. 
A year ago he was elected President of the Board 
of Aldermen. 

FERDINAND LEVY was born in Milwaukee of 
Alsa¢ian parents: He served in the war, and is 
now Commander of Steinwehr Post, G. A. R., of 
this city. In 1880 he was clected Alderman at 
Large, and was re-elected to the same office in 
1881. In 1882 he was elected Coroner, and re- 
elected in 1886, 

Dr. Louis W. ScHULTZ is about 35 years of 
age. He isa son-in-law of the late Matthew Ty 
Brennan and has been for some time attached 
to Castle Garden asa physician. He has been 
twice defeated tor the office of Coroner. 

DANIEL HANLY is from the Twelfth Assem- 
bly District. He has lately been connected with 
the Sherifi’s office as a Deputy. He has never 
held an elective oltice.

MAYOR HEWITT WILL WAIT. 

After the Board of Street Opening ad- 
journed yesterday afternoon Mayor Hewitt, 
Gen. John Newton, Controller Myers, and Park 
Commissioner J. Hampden Robp stood at a 
window of the Mayor’s office and discussed the 
local political outlock. Mr. Hewitt was in a 
pleasant mood and did most of the talking. 
But he gave no positive indication of his inten- 
tion respecting his candidacy for the Mayor- 
alty. He merely repeated his former remarks 
respecting the possibility of a union of the 
Democratic factions on g good man. Yetit was 
evident that he was greatly impressed by the 
character of the great mass meeting of Thurs- 
day night, for he ealled on his hearors to com- 


pare the personnel of that meeting with that of 
the Tammany Convention. His tune toward 
Tammany was one of intense scorn, 

When the conversation in the embrasure was 
over, a tall, athletic-looking gentlemang on- 
tered the Mayor's office and introducea 
himself to Mr. Hewitt as Mr. Thomas E, D 
Power, a sub-committee of the cemmittes 
appointed at the citizens’ mass meeting to 
notify him of his nomination for the Mayor- 
alty. Mr. Power presented the letter of noti- 
fication, but Mr. Hewitt did not open the 
envelope, explaining his failure to do so by 
telling bis visitor that he preferred to take no 
action on the nomination until after the result 
of the approaching conventions.

CHARIOT RACH FATALITY. 


FOUR MUSTANGS DASH INTO A CROWD 
OF SPECTATORS. 

KUTZTOWN, Penn., Oct. 5.—A, terrible 
accident occurred shortly before 2 o’clock this 
afternoon on the Kutztown Fair Grounds. The 
Roman chariot races had just commenced, and 
two chariots, each drawn by four horses hitched 
abreast, had made one circuit of the race 
course when one of the teams became unman- 
ageable anu dashed into the crowd of spectators. 
Men,women, and children werstrampled under 
foot and a number of persons were injured. Da- 
vid Swan, aged 70 years, was fatally 
hurt and was removed to his residencé in 


a dying condition. He was found bleeding from 
anumber of wounds, and blood spurted from 
his mouth, showing that he was hurt internally. 
His grandson, Walter Treichler, was w1 him 
aud was wedged under the wheels of the 
chariot. His injuries are severe. Miss Annie 
Fegely wus burt about the head and neck, the 
wheels having passed over her. head. It was at 
first thought that her neck was broken. She 
was caaried into the secretary's oflice, where, 
upon examination, her condition was discovered 
to be critical. 

Miss Mary Barto was trampled by the horses, 
and the wheels of the chariot also passed over 
her body. Her injuries are principally internal. 
A young man ramed Ettinger had his nips and 
spine injured and nearly all his clothes were 
torn from his person. W. B. Bost, a telegraph- 
er, Was knocked down by the horses and cut 
about the face. A number of children whose 
names could not be learned owing to the ex- 
citement were run over and sustained 
bruises and contusiona, A great many 
ladies, in running to get out of the 
way of the horses, lost their shawis 
and other wraps, and the crowd, which num- 
bered severai thousand persons, became panic- 
stricken. Parents rau to and fro hunting for 
their children, and messengers were dispatched 
in different directions for physicians. The horses 
in dashing into the crowd leaped over a fence, 
breaking down a number of panels, the rotten 
posts having easily yielded, and thus it was that 
so many were hurt. 

The horses came from Buffalo, N. Y., and were 
announced on the bills as untamed mustangs. 
The race track is only one-third of a mile in ex- 
tent, and the chariots driven side py side could 
not get around the sharp curves without going 
off at a tangent, and the horses, having got be- 
yond the control of the d@rivers, the aecident 
Was upavoidabie. The managers of the fair did 
everything 1n their power te relieve the distress 
of the people and will pay all expenses. The 
races were brought to a sudden end, and the 
ehariots and horses were sent at once from the 
grounds owing to the bitter feeling against the 
drivers. , 





A DISCREPANCY HOUND. 


STAFFORD MILLS OFFICIALS ESTABLISH 
THEIR TREASURER’S GUILT. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Oct. 5.—The Stafford 
Milis officials are making no effert to find Albert 
E. Bosworth, the abseonding Treasurer of the 
mills, and no trace ef him has been found since 
he left the city. So far as known he took away 
little money with him, and it is not thought 
that he profited personally by the deficiencies in 
his accounts. Ics seems to be the old story of 
stock speculations and then speculations to 
cover losses. What those losses are cannet yet 
be learned, but it. would appear that the Staf- 
ford Milis will not be out more than $20,000, 
aad thatthe zine company will suffer only by 


having to meet notes to the amount of $23,000, 
the proceeds of which have gone into’ the busi- 
ness without the knowledge of the Directors. 

Besworth's irregularities are not likely to 
affect seriously any of the lecal mills and banks 
from present indications, although the experts 
at work on the books bave only begun their 
labers. This morning@ discrepancy of about 
$9,000 was diseovered in the account of the 
Statford Mills with the Massaseit National Bank. 
This was under date of July 13 on the books and 
was part of money received on assessments of 
new stock, which the Treasurer entered as hav- 
ing been deposited at the Massasoit Bark but 
whica did not appear on the books of the bank. 
The $9,000 deficiency was found in the assess- 
ments colleeted three months ago. To-morrow 
@ notice will be sent to all subseribers to new 
stock asking them to report the amount paid in. 
At a special meeting of the Stafford Mills Di- 
rectors this afternoon E. M. Cock, chief book- 
keeper of the Waimpanoag Miil, was elected 
Treasurer. 

Whatever the loss the mill has a large surplus 
and over $90,000 on deposit at various banks 
that has not been touched. The affairs of the 
Beatty Zinc Company are more involved, and 
there is much that is peculiar in many of the 
transactions engageiin by Bosworth thatewill 
require clese examination. No one is able to 
explain the notes for $23,000 drawn by’ Bos- 
worth, and the company will peed time in order 
to meet them. It was rumored that the Seam- 
less Tube Company, in which Bosworth was a 
atockholder aud Director, was also involved, 
but this is denied by the officials ef that com- 

any. 

The friends of Bosworth are inclined te the 
opinion that he has committed suicide, and 
they base their belief on his evident lack of 
funds at the time of his singular departure. 
The diseovery of greater lorses than are now 
reported would alone upset this theory. 





BEATEN BY TH#H FARMERS. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Oct. 5.—The defeat of the 
constitutional amendment increasing the num- 
ber of Supreme Court Judges from three to five 
has paralized the city politicians of Georgia. It 
was taken as a foregone conclusion that the 
amendment would be ratified, and half a dozen 
prominent lawyers had entered inte an active 
canvass for the new berths. On the night of 
the election no heed was paid-to the amend- 


ment figures as they came in, and it was not 
until the next day the colossal fact dawned that 
the farmers by concerted action had whipped out 
the lawyers and the politicans foronce. Forty 
counties heard from, including all the city 
strongholds which guve the amendment the 
only majerities it received, show a majority 
against ratification of 2,000. There are 97 
counties to hear from, which will swell the ad- 
verse majority to 25,000. The lawyers or the 
State new declare that anew constitutional 
convention is necessary, as that is the only way 
in which grievances can be redressed, As the 
call for such convention would have to be sub- 
mitted to the people, the Farmers’ Alliance 
would sit down upon the movement in that 
form, so that the farmer must be saluted as 
master of the situation.

THR RULERS OF GERMANY 
AND AUSTRIA HUNTING. 
OFF TOGETHER FOR A FIVE DAYS’ TRIP— 
count DOUGLAS’S SIGNIFICANT 
WORDS ABOUT EMPEROR WILLIAM. 


VibNNA, Oct. 5.—Emperor William and 
the Crown Prinee of Austria went deer stalking 
to-day in the Lainzer Thiergarten. After re- 
turning Emperor William partook of luncheon 
at Schoenbrunn Castle. He then bade farewell 
to Empress Elizabeth and other members of the 
imperial family, and, accompanied by Emperor 
Francis Joseph, proceeded on a hunting ex- 
pedition to Muerzzuschlag. He will leave there 
Oct. 10, going to Italy by way of the Semmer- 
ing Pass. 

Count Hefbert Bismarck informed a repre- 
sentative of the Holilical Correspondence to-day 
that the custom of annual personal meetings of 
the Emperors would be maintained as far as 
possible. 

Emperor Francis Joseph has appointed Prinee 
Henry, brother of the Emperor of Germany, an 
honorary commander in the Austrian Army. 

BERLIN, Oct. 5.—Count Douglas, a prom- 
inent Conservative member of the Landtag, in 
@ speech to his constituents, alluded to Emperor 
William’s personal qualities and his political and 
religious views. Hedeclared that when Emperor 
Wilham attended the Kussian manwuvres in 
1886 he successfully used his influeuce against 
the policy then being toNewed by Russia. The 
greatness of Germany and the preservation ef 
the monarchical principle were the sole objects 
of Emperor William's inclination and purpose. 
In view of the confidemce felt in the 
Emperor, the people ne longer asked what 
would become of Germany when she was 
deprived of Prince Bismarck. The endeavors 
to attribute to the Emperer personal partisan- 
ship in favor of certain party views were mere 
distortions of facts. Count Douglas saia that 
Emperor William did not favor the extreme 
political and religious views of Pastor Stocker, 
the well-known anti-Semitic. He was not iden- 
tified with the high church. ' His relations with 
Pastor Stocker were transitory and purely hu- 
mane. The "Emperor: certainly deprecated the 
anti-Jewish agitation. Count Dougias also said 
that Emperor Frederick had authorized the wife 
of Emperor William to assume the head of the 
Berlin Tewn Mission Association. The speech 
has created a sensation on account of Count 
Douglas’s close relations to che imperial Court.

THE CZAR AND CAUCASIA. 

St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 5.—The Czar and 
Czarina ‘and Czarevitch have arrived at Yek- 
aterinodar, capital of the Province of Kooban, 
in Caucasia. There was a general assembly of 
the Koobvan Cossacks in honor of the occasion, 
and the Cossacks paraded with their regalia 
and historical emblems before the imperial 
party. Afterward Cossack deputatieons pre- 
sented the Czar with valuable gigts.. The Czar 
and his family will return to St. Petersburg, 
Nov. 3. 

The Czar sends M. Izvolesky as envoy to the 
Vatican to make a final effort to obtain an agree- 
ment. M. Viangali, the assistant of M. de Giers 
in tae Foreign Office, becomes ambassador to 
the Quirinal. M. de Giersis preparing a scheme 
for the radical reform of the consular service. 

The Government will admit toreign sacks into 
Russia without the payment of duty, in order 
to facilitate the export of grain and flour 
from Baluc, Blgck Sea, and Sea of Azot ports. 
Foreiga joint stock companies will be allowed 
to operate in the country without the imperial 
permission, on condition that they sell ouly ar- 
ticles of foreign manufacture. Companies run- 
ning steamers to Russian ports will also be al- 
lowed to operate without obtaining the imperial 
permission.

THE MURDERS IN LONDON. 

LONDON, Oct. 5.—Sir Charles Warren, 
Chief of the Metropolitan Police Force, has de- 
cided to empioy bloodhounds in his efforts to 
discover the perpetrator of the Whitechapel 
murders. 

The police place confidence in the story of 
George M. Dodge, a scaman, who states that in 
August last he met a Malay cook named Alaska, 
with whom he had previously been. acquainted 
on shipboard, in a music hall in London, and 
ihat Alaska told him he had been robbed of all 
he had by a woman of the town, and threatened 
that unless be found the woman and recovered 
his property, he would kill and mutilate every 
Whitechapel woman he met. The police are 
searching every where for the Malay.

ITALY MAKES A THREAT. 

RoMgE, Oct. 5.—It is semi-officially stated 
that the decree of the Franco-Tunisian Govern- 
ment subjecting public and private sckools to 
inspection by the French authorities will not be 
accepted by Italy.

A decree is therefore to 
be issued especially aimed at them. Premier 
Crispi has instructed the Italian Chargé a’ Af- 
faires at Paris to inform M. Goblet, the French 
Foreign Minister, that the Italian Government 
is studious to treat the question in the calmest 
way and desires to come to an understanding.

SECRETS OF THE TRADERS’ BANK MAN- 
AGEMENT COMING OUT. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 5.—Receiver Smith of the 
broken Traders’ Bank went before Judge Shep- 
ard to-day with a petition asking for judicial in- 
structions upon several points. Among the 
assets are notes and bills which have been dis- 
counted by the bank, the makers of which have 
balances due them asdepositors. They ask that 
they be given credit for their deposits, and otter 
to pay the balance on thefr notes. Judge Shep- 
ard declined to issue the order asked for until 


all the parties in interest had been informed. 
The Receiver wil. give no further particulars of 
the state of things at the bank, and the deposit- 
ors are more anxious than ever. 

A meeting of the ereiitors has been called for 
to-morrow night by John H. Patterson, Western 
agent for Frank Leslie’s publications. Mr. 
Patterson was\very bitter in denouncing the 
officers of the bank to-day, claiming that Cashier 
Tallman should have kuown something of the 
downward course of the institution before it 
was too late, no matter how autocratic was 
President Rutter’s management. Mr. Tallman, 
he claimed, had made heavy investments in 
California land as recently as lastyear and the 
depositors had a right to know about the extent 
of this particular item. 

It ‘was also said that the late Mr. Rutter 
“ dropped” the cemfortable sum of $400,000 on 
the New-York Stock Exchange. When stock 
went up shortly after Mr. Cleveland’s electien, 
it was claimed Mr. Rutter invested heavily in 
Northwestern and Lake Shore, and was caught 
in the great ‘‘slump” of a year ago.

ENGLISH EXPLORERS TRYING 10 EMU- 
LATE LIEUT. SCHWATKA, 

SEATTLE, Washington Territory, Oct. 5.— 
The steam schooner Leo arrived from 
Alaska to-day, and H. A. Bauer, the purser, 
related a rewarkable experience. Just as 
the schooner was leaving Sitka two men 
arrived in a canoe from Yakitat Bay, 
at the foot of Mount St. Elias. One was a 
Mr. Brooks of London and the other was Mr. 
Williams of Boston. They brought informa- 
tion that the schooner Alph, that had taken a 


party to Yakitat in July last, and had sailed 
away to return in afew days, and its crew of 
tive men, had not sincegbeen heard of. Two of 
the party were brothers named Tappin of Lon- 
don, who were highly cultured, and with 
Brooks belong to various Aipine clubs of Eng- 
jand. They were very secret about their busi- 
ness, saying they were bound on pleasure only, 
but others assert they were on un expedition 
tor tke British Government. 

They ascended Mount &t. Elias to the distance 
of 11,000 feet, and in the fvoothilis diacoverea 
rich gold-bearing float rock. A large number of 
prospectora.are going there in the Spring. The 
party after climbing the Mountain returned to 
Yakitat Bay and joined Degroff, a prospector, 
and a Swedish missionary nawed Lidell, and a 
number of Indiaps. The provisions gave out, 
and with the greatest difticulty. the men kept 
from starving, depending on what fish and birds 
they could catch. The Leo rescued the whole 
party, but in the return to Sitka experienced 
feariul weather for six days.

ALBANY, Oct. 5.—When the $700,000 
appropriated py the Federal Government 
for the construction of suitable  pbuild- 
ings aud necessary . machinery for turn- 
ing out big guns at the Watervliet Arsenal is 
available about 500 men will be employed. 
Col. James M. Whittemore, the commanding 
officer, thinks that not much can be done be- 
fore next Spring on the buildings necessary 


for constructing the 12-inch guns. The work 
of manufacture may possibly be begun one 
year trom next Summer. Fully seven-eighths 
of the employes will necessarily have to be 
skilled meehanics. 

The guns to be made under the new arrange- 
“ments will vary in weight from 15 to 50 tons. 
At present 28 men are employed atthe foundry. 
‘Vhey will turn out annually one 8-inch and 
one 10-inch seacoast’ gun and 25 fisld pieces. 
The 10-inch gun now consatructifig will, it is 
expected, at its best elevation, throw a ball or 
shell frem eight to nine miles. Referring to the 
cost of the big 15 and 50 ton guns, Col. Whitte- 
more said the cost of turning out such work, 
not including the cost of steel and other mate- 
rial, was estimated te be $1,000 perton.. The 
seven-hunGcred-thousand-dollar appropriation 
does not include the making of any guns what- 
ever. That sumisto be expended in building 
the necessary plant for the construction of 
8, 10, aud 12 inch guns.

TOLD BY THE THRASHER 


THE STORY OF A' NORTHWEST 
SHORT WHEAT CRUP. 

A FALLING OFF IN THE ENTIRE NORTH- 
West or 40 PER CENT. AS (COM- 
PARED WITH LAST YEAR’S YIELD 

Sr, Pauxt, Minn., Oct. 5.—The Pioneer 
Press to-morrow wil! print the fallowing: 

The thrasher has been busy in the wheat 
fields of,the Northwest for the past four or five 
weeks. The story which it is proclaiming to 
the world is a story of blight and shortage. 
The wheat crop was left in such condition by 
the heavy frost of Aug. 17 that it was impossi- 
ble to place estimates upon 16 which could be 
considered in any way reliable. The crop was 
sadly mottled and cut up. Only the thrasher 
could speak with certainty of the yieid and its 
condition, and since the thrasher began its re- 
cital, is has become more and more apparent 
that the previous general estimates, although 
apparently conservative, had been placed too: 
high. Farmers wao were anticipating a yield of 
15 bushels to the acre must be content with 12; 
those who hoped to eke out 10 must be content 


with 8, and so on down the scale, until many 
who were hoping to gst at least 2 or 3 bushels 
for their palus wust reconcile themselves, if 
they can, to the inevitable fact that they will 
get nothing at ail. 

The market has fortunately come to the rescue. 
and the high price of wheat will gealong way 
toward offsetting tue yield. The market baa 
already given heart and courage to thousands of 
farmers who had sunk back into a cave of gloom 
and they have come forth with straightened 
faces to gatherfia their diminished crops and 
protit by the great rise in prices, The sittation 
is not nearly as bad as it might be. The /ioneer 
Press takes the earliest opportunity to place be- 
fore its readers in full and detailed form the 
actual results of the early thrashing, from over 
80 counties in Minnesota and Dakota, cevering 
practicaily the entire chief wheat raising coun- 
try of the Northwest. The figures are 
based upon and averaged from  hun- 
dreds of circulars received from coun: 
try shipping poiuts, showing just §jwhat 
have been tue results of the thrashing and 
marketing. Itis the best information obtaina- 
ble at the presens time. The net result of the 
figuring shows an avera’™s yield of under 10 
bushels per acre for the 37 Minnesota counties 
ta. wated, and of about iv bushels per acrefor . 
Dakota, while as compared with last year the 
yield in Minnesetais found to be a little short 
of 40 per cent. less, while in Dakota it is just 
abeut 40 per cent. less, 

Little account has deen taken of the Southern 
Minnesota counties in this statement. The crop 
is wore or less a failure in mestef these coun- 
ties, as it has been in years past, andin view 
of the fact that farmers in that section are grad- 
ually turning away from wheat raising and 
putting other crops into their acreage, the 
wheat crep of that section cannot cut a deter- 
mining figure in the general result. A decrease 
of 40 per per cent. then, ag compared with last 
year’s yield of nearly 100,000,000 busheis, may 
be considered @ very correct estimate as ap- 
plied tothe entire wheat yleldof the North- 
west for this season. There are many well- 
posted. gentlemen who think that not one- 
half of last year’s crop. will be har- 
vested. Wheter later returns will confirm 
their views remains to be seen. The estimate 
here given is based upon actual figures. and is 
also in accordance with the opinions of con- 
servative men. By an analysis of the table it 
appears that no county in Minnesota can claim 
a larger yield than for last year, while there are 
only three out of thirty-seven in which the yield 
is up to that of last year. In Dakota, out of 48 
counties, 28 report a less yield than last year. 
14a greater yield, and 6 a yield corresponding 
with that of the season of 1887. 

There was damage from one cause or anofher 
in nearly every section, only two or three coun- 
ties reporting a perfect crop. Fifteen out of the 
eighty-udd heard from show that the grain has 
turned out to be of avery good quality, while 
in 25 counties the quality is fair. Most of the 
Minhesota grain will grade No.2 and No. 3 
Northern, and although the proportion of No. 1 
hard in both State’ and Territory will be small, 
there will yet be some of that desirable grade. 
The frost extended inte 17 counties in Dakvta 
and 10 in Minnesota, leaviag ruin in its path. 
There will be less than hbaif acrop in these 
counties, while the quality averages very poor. 
Much of the wheat will not eome above the No. 
3 grade, while in some sections half or more 
will be rejected. Hundreds of acres will not be 
cutatall. Rustand blight caused damage in 
a@ good many counties, but a principal eause of 
crop failure was a drought which closed down 
over Central and Eastern Dakota and Central 
and Western Minnesota. 

Dry, hot winds swept across the country, 
doing more damage than up to thetime oz 
thrashing had been imagined. The effect of the 
drought was to leave the kernels in a shrunken 
condition, making the grain ef light weight. 
Otherwise the wheat area turns out to be of a 
tair quality. The damage by hailbas been ex- 
ceptionally light this year, eniy two or three 
counties reporting serious damage from tlat 
cause. 

Returns from about 20 counties in lowa show 
that wherever wheat raising was attempted in 
that State the results were about the same on 
the average asin Minnesota. Reports concern- 
ing crops other than wheat showavery satis- 
factory harvest. Oats, with a largely increased 
acreage, Will be a beavier crop than last year. 
In some sections they have been affected by 
rust and blight and are light weight, but in 
about 20 counties out of the SO the crep turns 
out better than last year, in 20 others smalier, 
while in the balance the average per acre is 
about thesame. Thecrop bas flourished better 
in Dakotathan in Minnesota. In a few counties 
in tbe Territories the yield is about double that 
of 1887. 

Rye has turned out fairly well, while barly is 
about the same as last year. The corn was 
killed by frost in the Red River Valley and 
Northern Dakota, but in those sectious that 
crep cuts but little figure. Ail through the cen- 
tral and southern sections it has prospered fine- 
ly, and the average yield per acre wil be con- 
siderably heavier than last year. while the 
acreage is very much larger. Flax ig avery good 
crop. The average yield per acre Is uvt perhaps 
very much larger than in 1887, but it has sut- 
fered no damage ana the quality is fine. Root 
vegetabies within the frost belt were ruined, 
but in other sections have resulted in a tine 
yield almost without exception. The hay crop 
1s exceptionaliy heavy in all parts of the Nort” 
west. 


MEMPHIS DISTRICT COTTON. 

MempuHis, Tenn., Oct. 5.—The regular 
monthly crop report for the Memphis district, 
which embraces West Tennessee, North Missis- 
sippi, North Arkansas ané North Alabama, pub- 
lished to-day by Hill, Fontaine & Co., says: 

“While the weather in the main during 
September was favorable for cotton, it was 
much less favorable 4s Compared with 
same month last year. Alabama and 
issippi complain of too much raivin the irst hait 
of the wonuth, which acded somewhat to the 
damage that had been previously sustained by 
heavy storms. Theiniury to the plant which was 
noted in our report for August is emphasized by 
our correspondents, and tie estimate ts placed at i3 
per cent. fur the district. Arkuusas and Mississippi 
report the greatest damage and Alabama is not 
far behind. Notwithstanding all this, the prospective 
yield for the districts -gives promise oi exceeding 
that of last year by about 2% per cent. Tennessee 
and Arkaasas have the brightest prospects, Ala- 
bama will yielki about the same, while Mississippi 
reperts a decrease of 10 per cent. It should, how- 
ever, be borne in mind that the crop is not yet out 
of danger from injury by frost. ‘The season is 
fully two weeks late, and material damage would 
be sustained in many localities if a killiug frost 
should occur earlier than the 20:(h of this month. 
The light frost of Oct. 2 was not damaging in its 
visitation. 

The estimates given by our 242 correspondents of 
the prospective yield are based on favorable seasons 
from now on. As @& general rule labor is in ampice 
supply and working well, except in Mississippi, 
where a scarcity is noted. Interrupted railroaa 
communication during the latter part of September 
may, possibly have had some eifect in keeping farm 
hands from the fields. Picking is progressing rap- 
idly throughout the district, and the staple has 
moving to market with great frvedom.’

THE AMSTERDAM MILLS 


100 MUCH PROTECTION THEIR 
MALADY. 

THE SANFORD FAMILY IN CONGRESS— 
JOHN #*SANFORD’S COHORTS AND 
THEIR DEAFENING WAR CRY. 

AmstTueRDAM, N. Y., Oot. 5.—If protection 
is so Denoficent in its 6ffects as is claimed 
marked evidences of its value ought to be 
foundip this manufacturing city. Knit goods 
and carpets are the staple products of Amster- 
dam. Vast quantities of wool are consumed 
annually in their manufacture. These two in- 
dustries afe aWay up on the list of highly pro- 
tected manufactures, and yet what a difference 
there is betweeh the prosperity of manufactur- 
ers and employes of this city and those 
of Gloversville and Johnstown, the centre 
of the leather dressing and glovemaking 
business, distant less than 20 miles. The 
history of Amsterdam is a record of strikes and 
lock-oute, of eut wages and of weeks and 
mouths of enforced idleness. Its troubles would 
have paralyzed, if not ruined, its business for 
all times dia it not possess certain natural ad- 
vantages that are especially favérable to woolen 
manufacturers. Manufacturers say they would 
not take the giftof knit goods mills situated as 
far west as Oswego. Little Fallson the west 
and Cohoes on the éast are, they Say. the 
paturai limits for the successful operation of 
this class of manufactures. Within these limits 
the Valiey of the Mohawk is pectliatly adapted 
to their maintenance. It is theif hote, aiid 
two-thirds of the product of the country, itis 
ciaimed, are manutactured on the banks of that 
river aud ite tributaries. 

Something ails Amstefdams It seems to be 
protested to the very door of death. Many of 
the knit goods Manufacturers are Comiplaining. 
Three of its 24 mills are idle. Two of them 
were Closed in eousequence of the failure of & 
New-York cotumission house, ‘“Overpredu 
tion” is @ Common complaint. ‘ Over-confi- 
dende in*the ignorance of consumers and 
tueir inability to detect the differences between 

wool and shoddy” is anotier way of puttin«-it. 
Yhe Sanford carpet mill, which employs about 
2,000 persons, is running on half time. Its 
owber says that the passage of the Mills bill 
aiid the agitation of the tariff have caused the 
trouble. He is @ pillar of protection in these 
parts and he thiis demonstrates his devotion to 
the great Ainerican Joss. He is & strong partisan 
vesides and naturally endeavors to stretoh a 
point when he ean benefit the Republican 
party by doing sa. It is to be uoted, however, 
that the Mills bill, with all its accompanying 
horrors, had not appeared on the horizon when 
he made the cut in wages that contributed so 
much towrrd precipitating a strike among the 
Amsterdam workingmen, 

Some of the iirms here manage.to do a toler- 
ably steady business, althougn vee A do waste 
mach time iti grumbling. Generally speaking, 
the ones which have established a reputation 
for manufacturing a standard goods in. which 
shoddy plays @ less conspicuous part than 
genuine wool areabie to market their wares 
instead of piling them up in their storehouses. 
These manufacturers are, with a single excep- 
tiun, all Kepubligans. Free wool they abomi- 
nate. lt would be sacrilege to interfere with 
the existing tariff. One of their number, how- 
ever, is secretly of the opivion that a change 
could not make matters worse. In the 
privacy of his closet he insists (hat, after all, 
tree wool would benefit his business, To men- 
tiou Ris name wouiu be to subject him to dise)- 
pliue. Possibly his infuriated associates would 
taku him out and stove him todeath. They 
must stand together or all go down like a row 
of bricks is the theory upun which they have 
been feeding and yearly growing leaner and 
leaner. 

N..turally these men are concerned in the re- 
sult 6f the coming election, aud another reduc- 
tion in wages is the menacing taik to which 
their employes ate compelled to listen. They 
are relied upon by the Republican State Com- 
mittee to keep their men in line, Posters have 
been put up in times past Warning employes of 
their obligations to the Repuliican Party, and 
unpieasant impressions have been crested as 
to the effect of disregarding such obiigations. 
If threais will not avail money must. Unforta- 
pately, this Congressional district has Heen de- 
bauched by ambitious men of wedlth, and 
mouey is a powerful factor in the settlement of 
elections.

Originality of design, an 
honest measure ef geo wool, and excellence of 
workmanship have given tbe line of fancy un- 
derwear which the firm exclusively manufact- 
ures ahigh standing in the trade, and by its 
maintenance they have been pushed to their 
uttermost to fill their orders. It is not en- 
graved on their letter paper that “there’s a dif- 
ference ’twixt sleep wool and shoddy, and the 
world knows it.” But the idea seems to have 
found its way into their business, 

Asked with regard to the tariff, his business, 
and his political views, Mr. Kennedy replied: 
“Tama Democrat, andilam going to vote for 
Cleveland and Thurman. The tariff agitation 
has not injured my business, and I cannet see 
how it has injured the business ef any man in 
Amsterdam. Every one who is fair must con- 
cede that a reduction of the surplus is inevita- 
ble. Tue inequalities and errors in the existing 
tariff are injurious. aud should be remeved by a 
proper revision, a revision which will not injure 
our industries.

WHHAT STILL UNSETILED. 


A. FLUCTUATING ‘MARKET AND TRAD- 
ING ACTIVE. 

Wheat was very unsetiled yesterday at 
the Produce Exchange, Until noon the trading 
was mederate, but throughout tlic latter part of 
the day it Was activé and exoited,. chiefly bh the 
execution of Western orders, The buying 
here was Gone principally by four large houses 
—Jones, Kennett & Hopkins, G. K. Clark, Jr, & 
Co., Henry Allon & Co., and Milmine, Boaman & 
Co. Other houses aid but & moderaté biisiness 
and mostly of & kind that could be closed up 
with the day, it being thé desire to avoid the 
danger of carrying “any more than was neces- 
sary. Stronger shbles liad little or no effect 
here, as shippers are out of the market, New- 
York prices being too high for Liverpool. 

The trading yesterday amounted to 20,000,000 
bushels, of which about 9,000,000 bushels were 
of December and 8,750,000 of May wheat. 
Everybody seems to be afraid of October wheat, 
and it stood at $1 14 throughout the day. De- 
cember opened ut $1 144. The hewest point 
reached was $1 13% and the highast $1 187%, 
the clusing quotation being $1 17%., against the 
reguiat close Thursday of $1144. On tne 
ourb aga ¢ Foal Decémber was pushed up to 
$1 184. May opened at $1 1719, told down to 
$1 1744, and up again to $1 22, finally closing 
at $1 21. Thursday’s closing quotation wus 
$1 1745. November, after opening at $1 12, 
seld up to $1 17 and closed at $1 16, against 
$1 12, Thursday’s closing figure. Spot wheat 
was queted yesterday at $1 14 to $1 14%, and 
No. 2 Chicago Spring sold in store at $1 13%. 

Corn was quite active, the sales amounting 
te 1,900,000 bushels. Prices were about 1 
cent higher that on tne preceding day. 

‘lour continues to advanee &teadily, The 

stock on the market has been materially re- 
duced, much of the better grades having been 
practically Withdrawn in the anticipation of 
still better prices. The best Minnesota patents 
sold at $7 40 to $7 50 per barre! in carloads, 
and in smaller quantities at $7 75. Tho best 
city mill patents brought prices ranging from 
$7 65 to $8. There was a good demand again 
yesterday forrye fleur and prices teek another 
ump. Choice brands sold from $4 to $4 15, 
and fancy from $4 25 to $4 50 per barrel, 


CHicaGo, Oct. 5.—There were some wide 
fluctuations in the price of wheat on the Board 
of Trade to-day, but,Whilé there was some nerv« 
ousness among traders, there was little excite- 
ment. Theafeature of the day was another 
bulge of 344 te 3% centsin wheat. It closea 
that’ much higher for future delivery than on 
Thursday, and from the lowest tothe bighest 
point teuched by the December option there 
war a gap of 5% cents. There was an increased 
speculative business. Traders are becoming 
accustomed to three figures in their wheat com- 
putations and te-day’s advance did not cause 
any more disturbance than atwo-cent bulye 
would have made a fortnight ago.

Priyate information from Pablo Béach and 
Bouth Jacksunvilie reports the voimplete health- 
fulness of both places, A menaber of the Guines- 
ville Guards, who were ordefed out by Gov. 
Perry on that unfortunate trip to Fernandina 
that brought death and disaster to them, writes 
as follows: 


* Little did we think that Fernandina was at that 
time infected with yelluw tever. We had confidence 
im the Board of Health of that city and we trusted 
our lives, and, what were still more dear to us, the 
jives of our families aud friends, to the honor ef 
those gentlemen. Our surgeon, Dr. Lancaster, took 
special painsjto find out through the Fernandina 
Board of Health whether yellow fever was there or 
hot, and he wae doubly assured that the only sick- 
hess that existed there at that time was dengue 
of a very mild type. At that time it is our 
opinion that those gentlemen knew well that 
a number of their citizens had died of yellow fever. 
That city can never repay Gainesville for the dam- 
age doné her. It was said at first, and we were led 
to believe it, that the fever was contracted en route 
from Fernandina. Lieut. Evans took sick the day 
after his arrival home, and died a tew days later 
with black vomit. He left a poor aged and crippled 
mother who was dependent on him for support. 
Two othérs have since died; one guard, Mr. Fitch 
Miler, and one valued citizen, Major N. R. Gruelie, 
whose death is an untold losa to Gainesville, and 
who leaves a large tamily. We claim the Board 
of Health of Fernandina are responsible for 
this. The Gainesville Guards and the citizens 
of Gainesvilie canneéver forgive Fertiandina for this 
gréat wrong: ‘that town claims, as an evidence 
that the Guards contracted the fever om tlhe cars, 
that the Ocala Rifles did not get the fever. 
We ean account for that. If there was any 
night work or extra duty to be performed 
the Gainesville Guards were valled upon vo do it. In 
the case of Capt. Howell, for instance, when that 
gentléman was given but a féw hours to leavé the

A NEW FREIGHT TARIFF. 

A private conference of the Managers of 
Northwestern lines & few days ago resulted ina 
raise in freight rates to figures higher than 
those existing before the recent troubles. The 
new rates are as follows: From Chicago or Mil-

Transfer, first class, 60 cents per hundred 
pounds; sevond olass, 50 cétits: third, 40;

Oct. 10. At present the rates are on the 10 

lasees respectively, 40, 33, 26, 18, 1219, 171s, 
{5, 13, 10, B. Wheat and its produéta wilt i 
charged for at the Ss of 1214 cents per hundred 
to Chicago or Milwaukee, locally, and also 
when déstined beyend. These rates ate subject 
to Weayern classification. From New York; Bos- 
ton, Piilladeiphia, Baltimore,and common points, 
the new rates will be subject to offiéial ciassifi- 
¢ation-—first class, $1 10; seeond, 99 cents; third, 
77; fourti, 51; fifth, 44: sixth, 36. At present 
the rates are $1 01, 83, 70, 50, 40, and $3. Ail 
special commodity rates between Chicago or 
Milwaukee and Minneapolis will expire Oct, 
10 unless others can be agreed upon before that 
time. Until then full tariif olassification will 
be charged on everything. The Eastern ageats 
of all Northwestern lines have been instructed 
to cafry out the agreement to the very letter. 

The resolution aid not previde for any differ- 
entials whatever at Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
hor for any rates whatever from those points, 
except that the through rate must be the mini- 
mum charged, except where a less rate might 
be made by the sum of the two locals. The 
General Freight Agents of these lines met Oct, 
,2 and wrestled with the problem of differential 
tates from Philadelphia and Baltimure.

5.—The conference com- 
taittees of the Eastern and Western railroads 
appointed last month for the purpose of estab- 
lishing harmonious relatiuus in the interchange 
of traffic will meet at Chairman Abbott's oltice 
Oct. 17.

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A BURIED CEDAR FOREST 


MINING FOR LUGS IN A NEW- 
JERSEY SWAMP. 

NOVEL INDUSTRY AT DENNISVILLE IN 
DIGGING UP VALUABLE TREES COV- 
ERED UP MANY AGES AGO. 

DENNISVILLE, N. J., Oct. 5.—An indus- 
try the like of which does not exist anywheré 
else in the world furnishes scores of people in 
this part of New-Jersey with remunerative em- 
ployment, and bas made comfortable fortunes 
for many citizens. Itis the novel business of 
mining cedar trees—digging from far beneath 
the surface immense logs of sound and arematio 
cedar. The fallen and submerged cedar forests 
of Southern New-Jersey were discovered first 
beneath the Dennisville ewamps 75 years ago, 
and have been a source of constant interest to 
geologists and scientista generally ever since. 

There are standing at the present day no such 

enormous specimens of the cedar anywhere on 

the face of the globe as are found imbedded in 
the deep muck of the Dennisville swamps. 


Some of the trees have been uncovered measur- 
ing six feet in diameter, and trees four feet 
through are common. 

Although ages niust have passed since these 
great forests fell and became covered many 
teet beneath the surface, such trees as fell, ae- 
ecordiug to the scientific theory, while 'hey were 
yet living trees are as sound to-day as they 
were the day of their uprooting. Such trees are 
called “ windfalls” in the nomenciature of the 
cedar mines, a8 itis thought they were torn up 
by tae roots during some terrible gale of an un- 
known past. Others are found in the wreck 
that were evidently dead trees when tney fell, 
and to these the miners have given the name of 
* break-downs.” The peculiar action of the wind 
and water in the swamp has kept these break- 
downs in the samé stage of decay they were in 
when they fell as the same agency has pre- 
served intact the seunduess of the living trees, 

The theory of those who have made this mys- 

ierious collection of buried cedar trees a study 
is that they in some unknown age formed a 
vast forest that grew ina tresh-water lake or 
swamp that covered this pertion of New-Jersey 
the properties of the soil of which were neces: 
sary to the forest’s existence. According to 
Clarence Deming and Dr. Maurice Beasely, 
pminent geolegical authorities in Southern 
New-Jersey, the sca eltaer broke in upon the 
swamps or the land suvsided and the salt 
water reached the trees. This destreyed tne 
life of many of them, and subsequentiy some 
eae oe gta cyclone swept over the forest and 
eveied it to the earth. The heavy trees grad- 
ualiy sank into the soft soil ef the swamps until 
they reached the substantial earth or reck be- 
neath it, where they repesed, unkKnOWA anda un- 
diaturbed, until their presence was accidentally 
disouvered iu 1812, Ever sinoe then the logs 
have been mined and have been ak important 
factor in the commercial and business pros- 
perity of South Jerses. 

The buried forest lies at various depths in the 
swamp, and theguncevering of the trees or 
working the “ cedar mine” is done ina very sim- 
pie and easy manner. The log miner enters the 
swamp aud prods in the soft soil with a long, 
Sharp iron rod. The trees lie so thickly beneath 
the surface that the rod cannot be pushed down 
amiss on its testing errana, for the prodding is 
not 80 Much in search of a tree as it is to test 
Wuether the tree is a ** windfall” ora “ break- 
aown.” Whenthe prod strikes the log the miner 
Chips offa piece with the sharp point of the 
tool, Which brings the chip or splinter to the 
surface when drawn out of the muck. By the 
appearance and order of this chip the miner 
cap tell at once whether the tree he has tested 
16 @ sound or a dead one. If the former, he 
quickly ascertains the lengti of the trunk by 
proddiag along irom oneend of it to the otber. 

That ascertaine.i, he preceeds at once to raise 
the log from its hidden bed. He works dewnu 
through the mud a saw similar to those used 
in suwing outice in filling an icehouse. With 
this he saws the log in twoas near the roets as he 
eares to. The top of the tree is next sawed of 
in the same way, and then the big cedar stick is 
ready to be released from its resting place. A 
ditch is dug down to the log, the trunk is 
louseped by cant hooks, and it rises with the 
water to the surface of theditch. A curious 
thing is noticed about these logs when they 
come to the surface, and that is that they in- 
variably turn over with their bottom sides up. 
After mining the logis easliy “snaked out” of 
the swamp and is ready for the mill or factory. 

These ancient trees are of a white variety of 
cedar, and when cut have the same aromatic 
fiavor intensified many degrees that the com- 
mon red cedar of tbe eng day has. The 
wood is of a deiicate fesh color. Une of the 
mysterious characteristics of these long-sunken 
trees is that not one has ever been found to be 
waterlogged in the slightest. It is impossible 
to tell how many layers deep these cedars lie in 
tne swamps, but it is certain that there are sev- 
eral layers, and that with all the work that bas 
been done in constantly mining them during 
three-quartera of a century the first laver has 
not yet been removed from the depths. At 
some places in the Vennisville swamp the soil 
has sunk in for several feet and become ary, 
and there the fallen cedars may be seen lying in 
great heaps, ope upon the other. No tree has 
ever been removed from the Dennisville swamp 
trom a greater dept than tive feet, but outside 
the limits of the swamp they have been found 
atagreat depth, which shows the correctness 
of the dvep-iayer theory. Near the shore of the 
Delaware, eight miles frem Dennisville, white 
cedar logs have been exhumed from a depth 
of 12 feet. At Cape May, 20 miles distant, 
drillers of an artesian wellstruck one of the trees 
90 feet below the surface. It was lying in an 
alluviat deposif similar to the Denrisville 
swap. Another log was found at Cape May 
20 fret velow the surface, and a third ata depth 
of 70 feet. These deeply-buried logs Were among 
the largest ever brought to light. and their 
location su far away from the Dennisville marsh 
indicates the great extent of tuat ancient forest 
area, 

The uses to which the cedar logs are put are 
many. Tbe prinvipal use is the making of 
shingles aud staves. The longevity of articles 
made from the wood 18 shown in shingles, tubs, 
pails, and casks made from it over 70 years age, 
and which huve yet to show the sligntest indica- 
tion of decay. The shingles and staves are 
worked into shape entirely by hand, the only 
machine work that is permittedin manipulating 
the cedar logs being the sawing of them into 
ag oge leugths for the usea to which the lumber 

to ve put. The Dennisvillc cedar shingles 
command a price much higher than the best 
pine or chestnut shingles, 

What it is in the amber-colored swamp water 
and red muck at Dennisville that preserves 
these trees 6o that, after the lapse of centuries, 
their fibre is as clean and smooth and strong as 
it was when the green branches of the cedar 
were waving over the swamp is a mystery that 
scientific men have as yet been unable to solve.

LANCASTER, Penn., Oct. 5.—This morning 
Jonn Kinaley, track foreman on tne section of 
the Pennsylvania Rai oad between Rohrers- 
town and Dillerville, axd his men were on their 
way to work on a hand oar, and shortly before 
7 o’clock they reached the bridge which crosses 
the little Conestoga Creek, about half way be- 
tween Rohrerstown and Dillerville. As they 
were crossing it one of the men saw an object 
lying along the eastern bank of the creek, about 
75 yards south of the bridge. Ambrose Gans, 
one of men, ran down the railroad bank to the 
creek, where he found the dead body of a wom- 
an lying on the bank of the creek several feet 
above the water. The woman’s feet were to- 
ward the stream, and one glance was sufficient 
te show that she had been dragged from the 
water and laid in the position in which she was 
found. The body was quite stiff. 

All around were evidences of astruggle. Her 
corset was torn open and part of the boay was 
exposed. Her hat wae found 50 yards dewn 
the stream; a handkerehief was found 20 yards 
away, and buttons torn from the woman’s jersey 
were found soattered about. The grass and 
mud on the bank shewed that the woman had 
been dragged out at that point, and the indica- 
tions were that she had been first held in the 
shallow water until dead and that then her 
body had been laid on the bank. It was not 
long until the Coroner was on the ground, as 
well as alarge number of people. A jury was 
impaneled and the physicians said there was no 
doubt that death was caused by drowning frem 
six to eight hours before. 2 

The body was taken to ths county almshonse, 
where it was identified this afternoon by Calvin 
‘Dillinger, a farmer living on the Mayer farm on 
the Fruitville pike, as the body of his wife, 
Mary Katherine Dillinger. She was a daughter 
of Isaac Aston ef this sity, and was 19 years 
old. Her husband said he could furnish ne ciue 
to the cause of his wife’s death. She had left 
home on Tuesday saying she was coming to 
Lancaster. Instead she visited her brother in 
Conestega Centre, Visited her father here on 
Wednesday and staid there ali day, and on 
Thursday left for her home, leaving her baby, 
138 menuths old, in town. Her husband was 
not.at home when she get there and she broke 
open the window to enter the house. She took 
some baby’s clothes and left. 

This was the husband’s story, and in view of 
the fact that he had not lived happily with her 
zrave suspicions were aroused. At one time 
she had him arrested because of his threats 
against her for staying at her parents’ home too 
long. It was at last decided to arrest the hus- 
band on a charge of murder, and he was lodged 
in jail this eyening. On his person were found 
a collar and a ring that Mrs. Dillinger wore 
that day. The Coroner will hear {further testi- 
mony to-morrow. 


RETIREMENT OF AN EMPRESS DOWAGER. 

The Pekin Gazette of July 27 contains two 
decrees, one by the Empress Dowager, the 
other by the young Emperor, relating te the re- 
tirement of the former from public life. The 
Empress announces that when the Emperor 
first assumed the reins of power she could not 
refuse him her advice and assistance in his 
doubts and difficulties, and therefore she con- 
strained herself to comply with the prayers of 
the Ministers and to instruct him in the art of 


povecaing. But now the Emperor has applied 
imself with such zeal and success to the task 
that he is able of himself to decide and regulate 
the affairs of State as ange & cowe before him. 
As soon as his marriage has been celebrated 
he should assume complete control of the em: 
pire, and the Board of Astronomy ts desired 
to selest an auspicious day in the second 
month of the coming year for the inaugura- 
tion of the Emperer’s unaided ruie. The Em- 
peror himself dwells on the unexampled man- 
nerin which the Empress Dowager gave her- 
self to the severest labor, toiling day and night 
and knowing no rest, Seeing now that she is 
about to retire, his heart is filled with mingled 
sentiments of gratitude and distress, but he 
dare not disobey the Ermpress’s commands. 
With awe and care he will give his whole heart 
to the multitudinous affairs of the nation, hep- 
ing to repay the love of her Majesty, his holy 
methe:, who nurtured and instructed him. 
But as in these times of difficulty the weight 
upon his shoulders will be doubly heavy, he 
hopes and trusts that the officials, great and 
small, will share his. feeling of responsibility 
and continues unswervingly to afford him their 
most loyal assistance. In conclusion he desires 
the officers concerned to consider carefully 
what ceremonies should be periormed on the 
occasion of his-assumption ef sole power.

THE INDIANA REPUBLICAN CHAIRMAN’S

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 5.—Regarding

This committee is made 
up equally of Democrats and Republicans and has 
tor its object the prevention and punishment of 
ille at voting and of election frauds of every de- 
scription, eing organized and having had 
valuable experience in the work it was organized to 
accomplish, it can certainly be more effective than 
@ new committee that might be formed at this time. 
With the consent and hearty approval of our com- 
mittee [have forwarded tothe Treasurer of this 
committee my check for $500, which sum shall be 
expended, under their direction, in giving reward 
for the apprehension of any persons violating tho 
election laws of this State. I can assure you that 
Republicans. are now and ever have been in tavor 
of an honest ballot and fair count.” 

Mr. 8. Bheerin, Secretary of the National Dem- 
ocratic Commitree, saia this evening: “I re- 
gard Chairman Huston’s reply a3 a most ex- 
traordinary one and a public declaration that 
the managers of the Republican campaign are 
not only notin favor of an honest election, but 
absolutely opposed to it.

CAUSED TROUBLE TO A BEAR NEAR 
HARRISBURG, THIS STATE. 

HarRrispureG, N. Y., Oct. 5.—Intense ex- 
citement prevailed in the southern part of this 
tewn when it became known yesterday that a 
big bear had brokea into a sheep pen on the 
farm of Joe Leucks and killed four of the best 
sheep to be found init. Itisno uncommon 
thing for bears to kill sheep in this vicinity, but 
it is not a common thing for one to break into. a 
pea and slaughter so many at once, se the 
farmers had seme reason tobe “stirred up.’’ 
From the size ef the tracks left it was known 
that the bear was a big one, and they decided to 
erganizeahunt for his particular benefit. It 
turned out that the bear gavethem a lively 
time before they got through with him. «<The hunt 
began Tuesday afternoon and a dozen men and 
anumber of degs were engaged init and it lasted 
until the afternoon of Wednesday. Alter a dili- 
gont search in all the woeds within six miles of 
where the sheep were killed, Bruin was finally 
started frem his lair near the banks of Fish 
Oreek by dogs belonging to two of the party. 
Tne men were not far away when the dogs 
smelled out the game, so they. were on Rand to 
see one of the liveliest fights between three 
dogs and a bear that this part of the country 
has ever known. Bruin eno attempt to es- 
cape from his pursuers, When they came up to 
him he simply squared off for fight and proceed- 
ed te make things exceedingly hot for the degs, 
though they were rather too numerous for his 
personal comfort. 

One of the dogs, whose bump of caution was 
not well develeped, ventured to near and the 
bear’s paw sent him against a tree with such 
violence that he was rendered senseless, The 
other two kept out of the bear’s reach and 
busied themselves attacking him in the rear. 
After this had gone on for some time the bear 
became furious, and the men said he fairly 
frothed at themouth. They watched the fun 
for a short time and then tried to shoot the 
animal. One of them, James Shert, was armed 
with a double-barreled shot gun loaded with 
buckshot. Joe Simen, his dompanion, had an 
old-fashioned muzzle loading rifle. To shoot 
with the shot gun would be sure death to one 
or both of the dogs, 80 Simon did the shoeting. 
Improving an opportunity when the dogs 
were out of the way he let drive 
and hit the bear in the shoulder. ‘This 
had the effect of adding to vis 
rage and started him after Simon at a lively 
rate. The men saw at once that there must be 
some tall climbing or a lively tight. When the 
bear cameferthem tne dogs harassed him in 
the rear, and he stopped about every rod to 
tight them off. Short got his gun ready ana 
started to execute a flank movement. He made 
up his mind if the bear came close enough be 
would give him a charge of buckshot in the 
head without danger to the dogs, which could 
not be called away from their prey. 

He dodged to one side and got behind a hem- 
lock tree four feet in diameter, while the bear 
had his eye on Simon. Just then the bear came 
up to within about 20 feet ef him and turned to 
fight the dogs, who dodged back as he came 
round. Simon improved the opportunity to 
fire. The bear rolled ever on the ground, but 
did not stay there long. In avery brief space 
of time he was up and chasing Short around 
that big tree and short was doing some of the 
liveliest traveling he ever did in his whole life. 
The procession around the tree was a funny 
one. Short le The bear followed close after, 
with the dogs nipping his heels as they brough 
upthe rear. It was a lively chase for abou 
five minutes, when Simon put a stop to it with 
@ well-direeted bullet from his rifle, The bear, 
which weighed 874 pounds, was so big that the 
two men could not get him out of thé woods. 
They skinned him and carried away only the 
twe a quarters, which afforded excellent 
steaks.

Donnell addressed a. large 
audience at the Reform Club last evening upon 
the subject of “Social and Economic Science 
Applied to the solution of the Tariff Question.” 
That social Science is based upon the constitu- 
tion of the haman mind was,in Mr. Donnell’s 
opinion, obvious. Although man was probably 
endowed with sa natural eapacity for endless 
progress, it was morally certain that he owes to 
society—to intercourse with other men—every- 
thing that distinguishes him from the brute 
creation, 

Commercial exchanges, said Mr. Donnell, are 
the chr law of economic science. Every 
barrier raised against commerce is an incentive 
to war; every removal of auch barrier is in the 
direction of peace, Ltn gory & wealth, and hap- 

ness. Jt was a matter of history that hostile 

riffs either precede or follew the clash ef arms. 
The present tariff in this country originated in 
the civil war. Suoh laws could not by any pos- 
sibility have been enacted in times of peace. In 
order to maintain this system it had been found 
necessary to foment international jealousy and 
discord. It was significant that the Senate of 
the United States had condemned negotiation 
as a means of settling international dis- 
putes. Political economy, Mr, Donrmell de 
clared, was the science of man. er facul- 
ty that man possesses, physical, intellectual, 
and moral, has an economic value. When de- 
mand precedes production, we have prosperity, 
with contidence in the future. When production 
precedes demand, there is doubt and anxiety, 
with frequent disappointment, and finally stag- 
nation and suffering. Mr. Donnell expressed 
the belief that our prosperity during the last 25 
years was duo to the development of our trans- 
portation systems, making it possible te market 
our products, rather than to a protective tariff. 
In fact, it was in spite of the tariff, and it was 
only an indication of what our prosperity mignt 
have been but for the drain upon our resources 
which the tariffimpesed. Had it not been for 
the extension.of railroads the tariff would have 
ruined the country 20 years ago. Free ex- 
change of trade would make wealth fer all. Re- 
striction meant ultimate ruin to natiens.

Ii seems strange to talk about Iowa as a 
“doubtful State,” but any one who will 
read the careful and fair-minded letter 
from Des Moines. which we print this 
morning will conclude that there are 
States more certain to be found in the 
Republican column after election than this 
old ‘banner State of the Northwest” which 
neither National Committee is giving any 
attention to. The record of the decline of 
Republican strength there in past years is 
significant. In 1868 the party had 62 per 
cent. of the total vote and a clear majority 
of 46,359, and in 1876 the margin was still 
greater. HayYEs had a clear majority of 
50,227 and a plurality of 59,228. In 1880, 
with a large.Greenback vote for WEAVER, 
GARFIELD’s plurality was over 78,000. 
Four years ago a mighty change ap- 
peared, and CLEVELAND received over 47 
per cent. of ‘the total vote, BLAINE’s plural- 
ity being only 18,311. The change has kept 
on since, and at the election for Governor last 
year, with a iabor ticket in the field, the 
Republican plurality was 15,889, and the 
majority only 1,179. Something has been 
working against the Republicans in Iowa. 
Is it the extreme prohibition policy adopted 
by the party, the anti-railroad legislation, 
or the fermenting of tariff reform in the 
minds of the peeple? If itis any or all of 
these the indications are that they have not 
ceased to work. The legislation against 
railroads was increased in severity at the 
last session, and the blundering action of 
the commission in fixing rates has appar- 
ently intensified the reaction against the 
restrictive policy, and it is certain that the 
tariff reform sentiment has been on the in- 
crease. In view of these things it is not 
really strange if the Democrats have hopes 
of reversing the long record of the State 
and capturing it for CLEVELAND and lower 
taxes upon farmers. 











The Matchless Statesman has again put 
sis foot in it. In his ‘letter of acceptance 
Mr. HARRISON was careful to say a good 
word for the oleomargarine tax. He seems 
to have found the national platform dan- 
gerously defective because it favored ‘the 
entire repeal of internal taxes” rather than 
the surrender of any part of the protective 
scheme. He pointed out that an exception 
should be made with respect. to the oleo- 
margarine law. Said he: “The inspection 
and regulation of the manufacture and sale 
of oleomargarine is important, and the rev- 
enue derived from it is not so great that 
the repeal of the law need enter into any 
plan ofrevenue reduction.” Thus he attempt- 
ed to dispel the anxiety of the farmers. But 
what has Mr. Brarne done? He’has told 
the farmers that be is opposed to this tax, 
In his speech on the farmers’ fair grounds 
at Adrian, Mich., hesaid: ‘Iam opppsed 
to every tax except the tariff tax, with one 
exception.” And that exception was not’ 
the oleomargarine tax, but the tax on 
whisky. More than that, he declared that 
“an internal tax is one that does not,pro- 
tect any American industry, but takes just 
that much out of the industries.” It was 
reat Britain. 
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the people came near rebelling in Wasu- 
INGTON’s Administration.” And while he 
is shocking the farmers in this way, Mrs 
HARRISON assures them that the oleomar- 
garine tax is an excellent thing and ought 
to be retained, and Mr. WARNER MILLER 
reminds them in ‘this State, as he passes 
from place to place, that the enactment of 
so excellent a law was due to his untiring 
defense of their interests inthe Senate. , 
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McQuapE is out of prison on bail, 
JAEHN®’S counsel is making a new effort to 
get his case before the Supreme Court of 
the United States, nothing has been heard 
for a long time about a second trial for 
KERR or CLEARY, or about bringing any 
more of the bribed or the bribers to justice, 
and the “ boodle” exiles in Canada are re- 
joicing over the prospect of a speedy return 
to their old haunts in New-York. They 
may safely venture home whenever 
they feel like. it, for the worst 
that is likely to happen to them is 
arrest followed by release on bail. Their 
friends secured the nomination of Joun R. 
FELLOows for District Attorney a year ago, 
and when the people elected him they prac- 
tically decided that convictions of the Broad- 
way Railroad boodlers wereatanend. They 
did it with their eyes open, and respectable 
citizens were not ashamed to use their in- 
fluence to accomplish the object. Honest 
public opinion was depressed by the triumph 
of technicality over justice in the highest 
court and demoralized by the sway of cof- 
rupt politics in the prosecution of crime. 
The boodle episode is over for the present 
and the curtain may as well come down. 








The proposition made by the Democratic 
Committee in Indiana to the Republican 
Committee for the prevention of illegal 
voting is on itsface fair and creditable, 
and it is not- discredited by the reasons the 
Republican Committee give for refusing it. 
The existing organization to which the 
Republicans point, the Democrats say, is 
practically an organization to prevent ille- 
gal voting by Democrats, while that pro- 
posed by the Democrats would by its com- 
position favor neither party. It seems as if 
the Republicans were confident of theirown 
ability to cheat the Democrats and did not 
propose to handicap themselves by fore- 
going that advantage. The Democrats 
must now, of course, make their own ar- 
rangements to detect the frauds practiced 
by their opponents. in this ‘respect they 
will be on equal terms, while their offer 
and the Republican refusal of tt will give 
them an advantage with those voters who 
are sincerely opposed to cheating, no mat- 
ter on which side. 








The death of Gen. TKLEMAQUE, who was 
slain in ‘an all-night fight between his ad- 
herents and thosé of Gen. LEGITIME, marks 
one more stage in the Hayti revolution. In 
the process of elimination SALOMON and 
TELEMAQUE have now ‘been ciphered out, 
and when other rivals have been succes- 
sively canceled the last surviving aspirant 
will probably be accepted as President and 
enjoy an interval of rest. Gen. SALOMON’S 
view, as expressed when he came to this 
city on his way to Paris, was that TELE- 
MAQUE would be more likely to get the 
Presidency than L&GrItIMe. It was the 
former who advanced from the north to the 
overthrow of SALOMON,,and before he took 
up arms he called together the Consular 
corps at Cape Haytien and gave a fuli ex- 
planation of his proposed course, detailing 
his charges against President SALOMON, 
and showing why a peaceful redress of 
grievances could not We hoped for. The 
mulatto LAGITIME is generally regarded as 
an able man, and with ‘his chief rival for 
the Presidency now out of the -way may 
soon be able to establish himself in the cov- 
eted seat. 








TAMMANY TAKES A BACKWARD 
STEP: 

After all the antecedent boasting and 
conferences by day and councils by night 
‘with which Tammany has piqued the 
curiosity and aroused the expectation of 
the public, the nominations it made last 
night are little short of ridiculous. Its 
leaders advanced the daite of their conven- 
tion in order to gain theadvantage of prior- 
ity in the field over the County Democracy, 
and they have madé nominations whieh will 
in nowise affect the predetermined action 
of that organization. They promised the 
city a “sensation,” -ahd they give it a 
platitude. They assured all who would 
listen that they were going to nominate for 
Mayor a man of lofty character, so com- 
pletely dissociated from‘the politicians that 
Mayor HEwIt?T would retire to Ringwood, 
content to leave in his hands the welfare 
of the city, and they have nominated, Hucu 
J. GRANT, a gentleman of excellent. charac- 
ter, to be sure, but a politician most in- 
timately fdentified with the management 
of Tammany Hall, and now serving 
as Chairman of the Committee on 
Organization. Instead’ of affording Mr. 
Hewitt the opportunity he professes to 
seek to retire from public life, they have 
loudly challenged him to a contest with 
their candidate for the honor and the 
burdens of another termin the Mayor’s 
office. And for the other city and county 
offices to be filled at the coming election 
they have nominated a lot of old Tammany 
hacks. , 

These nominations are.a proof of Tam- 
many’s obstinacy and a confession of 
its helplessness. It sought to accomplish 
a specific object—the prevention of 
Mayor HEwiIr1’s renomination and’ re- 
election. It was,reasoned with and remon- 
strated with by Democrats high in the 
national councils of the party. It was told 
that its wisest course was a union with the 
County Democrats in support of Mr. Hrew- 
irr. Stillit persisted in its stubborn re- 
fusal to accept him 4s its candidate, 
though utterly unable to assign. as the 
motive of its refusal any reason which was 
not altogether creditable to the’ Mayor. 
The Democrats of the National Committee, 
whose advice it had rejected then 
jeined with it in the effort to find 
a candidate who would meet the 
requirements of the situation: its 
mulishness had created. There is abun- 
dant reason to suppose that the search was 
long and diligent. But it was fruitless. 
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Mom from political entanglements whom it 
besought to help it out of the difficulty seem, 
with remarkable unanimity, to have de- 
clined the task. Nobody representing in 
public affairs the things Mr. Hewitr repre- 
sents cared to take a nomination which 
might lead him to decline one. Tammany 
had got itself into a particularly uncomfort- 
able *‘ hole,” and there was no one to help it 
out. It has concluded to stayin the “hole,” 
and the voters will give it-all possible assist- 
ance to maintain that resolution. 

It is, of course, ont of the question for 
Mr. Hewitt to retire from the contest now. 
He has already received the nomination of 
a most remarkable Citizens’ Convention. 
To-night he will be nominated by the 
County Democracy, and as he will be sup- 
ported by a large proportion of the Repub- 
lican voters his re-election is assured. Be- 
tween his qualifications for the office and 
those of Sheriff GRANT there can be no com- 
parison not unfavorable to the latter gen- 
tleman. We have said that Sheriff Grant 
is a man of excellent character. No whis- 
per will be heard against his integri- 
ty, no shadow will rest upon his 
reputation during the canvass. But his 
friends would be the last to disavow his 
exceedingly close connection with factional 
politics, and the present wish of the ma- 
jority of the people of;this city, as well as 
the present purpose in life of ABRAM §. 
HEwiIrtt, is to keep politics and politicians 
out of the Mayor’s office. Against this de- 
termination of the electorate Sheriff GRANT 
will contend in vain. He has once before 
come before the people as a candidate for 
Mayor, and they denied him, Mr. Grace in 
1884 having received 96,288 votes to 85,361 
cast for Mr. GRANT. The outlook of his pres- 
ent candidacy.is even less flattering than in 
that contest, for in the actual condition of 
public sentiment Mayor Hewitt is certain 
to poll many thousand more votes than any 
candidate ever before nominated for the 
office. As for the other nominees upon the 
Tammany ticket, they are fit only for de- 
feat, and the County Democrats need only to 
exercise an honorable sagacity in the selec- 
tion of the opposing candidates to make sure 
the eleetion of their entire city and county 
ticket. The opportunity to recover the 
ground it has lost has now come to the 
County Democracy, and Tammany, which 
has seemed to be rising in its aims for sey- 
eral years, has taken a long retrograde step 
toward its old practices and policies. 








THE WAYS OF ‘ COMBINES.” 
The workmen who have been thrown out 
of employment at the beginning of the cold 
season by the clasing of two or three of the 
Sugar Trust’s factories—in order that ‘‘ the 


be reduced,” as the manager of one of the 
closed factories frankly explains—may be 
interested in the announcement that within 
the last twelve months the Trust ‘has de- 
clared five dividends of 2 per cent. each 
upon its inflated capital of $50,000,000. 
And the people of the United States, who 
must procure sugar from” this great ‘‘com- 
bine” and pay the price fixed by it, will also 
be interested in this evidence of the pros- 
perity of those who have deprived them of 
the benefits of competition in the manu- 
facture and sale of a necessary article of 
food. 

When the Trust was formed the value of 
the property put into the pool was estimat- 
ed to be from $15,000,000 to $20,000,000, 
but it was capitalized in Trust certificates 
at avery much larger sum. In February 
last the par value of the certificates out- 
standing was $45,000,000. It appears now 
to be $50,000,000. It is the custom of 
Trustmakers to inflate capital by allotting 
certificates far in excess of the value of the 
property of the corporations taken in. The 
allotments in the case of the Cottonseed 
Oil Trust were in some instances three and 
even four forone. Five dividends of 2 per 
cent. each upon the inflated capital of 
$50,000,000 are equal, therefore, to a divi- 
dend of about 25 per cent. on the actual in- 
vestment. 

The Trust is‘ making very comfortable 
profits. A comparison of the present prices 
of raw and refined with those of one year 
ago indicates that much larger dividends 
might have been made. An advance of 1 
cent a pound beyond a price that allows a 
reasonable profit for refining would yield 
about $31,000,000 a year if applied to the 
entire consumption in this country. 

Some months ago nearly all of the large 
bonded warehouses on the Brooklyn water- 
front combined through the agency’ of a 
corporation created for:the purpose. Mr. 
FRANKLIN WOODRUFF explained to the 
Senate Committee on General Laws in 
February last that this corporation—The 
Empire Storage Company, Limited—had a 
capital*of $100,000, and had leased the 
warehouses, paying low rents and dividing 
its earnings among the several parties. 
After competition had been suppressed the 
rates were raised, and it is now stated by 
the Brooklyn Citizen that after this step had 
been taken the wages of the employés were 
cut down 20 per cent. As in the case of 
the Sugar Trust, so in the case of the Ware- 
house Combination Trust, methods do not 
seem to help the workmen. 


But while combination to prevent com- 
petition is a serious matter, it sometimes 
hasan amusing side. The Citizen declares 
that on Saturday last many of the ware- 
house workmen found in the envelopes 
‘which contained their pay such handbuiils 
about wages, free trade, and the like, as the 
Republican committees are circulating. 
Among the sentences printed on these polit- 
ical cards in large letters and with a-pro- 
fusion of exclamation and interrogation 
points were the following: . ‘‘A Question of 
Wages and Bread. The one issue of this 
campaign: Shall American goods and prod- 
ucts or English goods and products stock 


gr English wages be paid to oyr working- 
men and workingwomen? Do the working- 
men of America want protection or free 
trade? Free trade means pauper wages or 
no work!” f 

All this must have been convincing and 
encouraging to the workmen if, as the 
Citizen asserts, their wages have been re- 
duced 20 per cent. since the combination 
was formed, It musthave been amusing to 
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those who knew—as all of them must know | 


foreign trade and imported goods, The de- 
clared policy of the Republican Party, as 
shown ih its platform, is that the tariff du- 
ties should be raised so as “ to check im- 
portations.” What would become of the 
warehouses on the water front and the 
workmen in them if importations should 
be checked? This bold invasion of the 
warehouses by the circulators of campaign 
handbills proves that the advocates of high 
and higher protection are not devoid of 
humor. They know a joke when they 
see it. ; 








BLAINE’S FREE-TRADE ARGUMENT. 
Mr. BLAINE exhibited in a remarkable 
way hifincapacity for logieal reasoning in 
a speech delivered on Thursday at Adrian, 
Mich. The absolute free trade which has 
always prevailed among the different States 
“and sections of this country is a standing 
refutation of the chief arguments of the 
protectionists, and yet Mr. BLAINE not only 
fails to perceive it, but lauds the blessings 
of free trade so long as it is kept at home. 
He does not attempt to explain’ how the 
principle of freedom operates beneficently 
‘without reference to State boundaries or 
the broader divisions of one country and 
ceases to produce its effects if it crosses na- 
tional boundaries. He does not show how 
it produces good results in one case and bad 
ones in the other, but in characteristic 
fashion blinks all details of fact and reason 
and assumes what suits his purpose. 


There is one great fallacy that pervades 
much of the discussion on this subject. It 
is assumed that nations as political entities 
trade with each other. They do. not. 
Neither the United States, nor Great Brit- 
ain, nor any other country carries on trade 
asanation. It is the people in their capac- 
ity as individuals who do all the producing 
and all the trading. They may be inter- 
fered with and forced to carry on their 
industries and their traffic under trammels 
and burdens, but if left to themseives they 
produce what they can produce to the best 
advantage and trade where they can 
do it most profitably, without regard 
to the jurisdiction of Governments. Why 
isita mutual advantage for the people of 
New-England to interchange products with 
the people of the Western States, for the 
people of the North to trade with the people 
of the South, and forthe people of the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts to keep up a con- 
tinual interchange? Why does not each 
section desire to diversify its industries and 
keep the home market toitself? It is be- 
cause each hasits advantages for certain 
industries, and its people can do better by 
producing a surplus of articles in thé line 
of those industries and exchanging them 
for those of other sections which produce 
asurplus in other lines. Thereby each gets 
more from the application of its capital and 
labor. There are no distinct lines of division 
between industries or between trading sec- 
tions, but the people of each section vary 
their industries according to varying con- 
ditions and opportunities, and trade wher- 
ever they can gain by it, and all prosper to- 
gether. The wider the field the greater the 
advantages. There is no outcry because 
the products of one section invade the 
markets of another; no pretense that be- 
cause certain industries are established in 
one section they prevent the growth of the 
same industries in another section, when- 
ever the conditions are favorable for them; 
no claim that wages are reduced in one 
part of the country because its people find 
it profitable to purchase some part of what 
they want in another. They buy those 
things because it is more profitable to pro- 
duce something else for the purpose of buy- 
ing than to produce them for themselves. 


This operation, Mr. BLAINE says, is benefi- 
cent and causes our national prosperity, and 
therein heisright. It isnotonly beneficent 
for the country as a whole, but itis benefi- 
cent for the people of each section and of 
every State. But suppose the principle 
were extended to Canada and Mexico, 
would its beneficent operation cease? Sen- 
ator SHERMAN and Congressman BUTTER- 
WORTH, eminent protectionists of Ohio, 
have both admitted that it would not in 
the case of Canada. Why not? The peo- 
ple of Canada are included among what 
Mr. BLAINE calls ‘‘ foreign peoples who pay 
no taxes (!), who are not of our family, who 
live alien to us,” though they do not “live 
far beyond the ocean,” which makes it all 
the easier for them to get into our ‘* great 
home market.” If it is an advantage to both 
New-England and Ohio to trade with each 
other, why not equally so to trade with 
Ontario? If there is gain for the people of 
New-York and Pennsylvania in interchang- 
ing products with the people of Louisiana 
and Texas, why not with those of Mexico 
and Central America? Wedefy Mr. BLAINE 
to explain. 

If this kind of interchange is advan- 
tageous, what has the ocean to do with it, 
except that it makes it more difficult and 
expensive? The people of one State or sec- 
tion sell to those of another only what they 
produce in excess of what they want for 
their own use, and they buy only what they 
want which they do not produce. They 
buy and sell for gain. Would they do 
differently if they extended the field of 
their operations without regard to national 
boundaries? Mr. BLAINE says that if Great 
Britain could get into our market she would 
have a great revival of trade. He means 
that the people of Great Britain would sell 
our people a lot of the things which they 
produce. Perhapsso; but they would sell 
us nomore than we would buy by selling 
thém an equivalent lot of things. They 
would get into our market no deeper than 
we would get into theirs, and we would get 
our share in the revival of trade. New- 
England has got into the market of the 
West, but the West does not seem to suffer 

‘from it. 

This is a great free-trade argument of 
Mr. BLALNE’s, and it goes much further than 
his mental vision reaches; but we are not 
just now ina free-trade controversy. We 
have denied ourselves the blessings on 
which he dwells, so far as “‘ foreign peo- 
ples” are concerned, so long that we cannot 
come at them for a long time yet. We do 
not exactly know what our advantages are 
or where they lie, and we have fostered and 
‘protected some industries at the expense of 
others until we are bound to take care of 





‘them, All that is demanded now is that 
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some of the excess of protection that draws 
from the labor of the country to enrich mo- 
nopolies and special interests shall be taken 
off for the relief of the people and of their 
industries and trade. We cannot go so far 
as Mr. BLAINE’S argument would lead us. 


THE EMPERORS DIARY. 

A great novelist has said that the power 
of condensing evidence without falsifying 
it is not given to more than one manin a 
thousand. <A perusal of the full text of 
the diary of the Emperor FREDERICK as 
Crown Prince during the war of 1870, as 
itis translated for the London Times, tends 
to bear out this view. The compiler of the 
account of the diary cabled to this country 
took the natural and sensible method of 
condensing the diary by selecting its most 
striking passages. These were accurately 
given, but they do not convey the same im- 
pression by themselves as when they are 
subjected to the modifications of the cun- 
text. 

It is even more strikingly evident from 
the full text than it was from the selec- 
tions how very difficult was the part the 
Crown Prince had. to play in those ex- 
citing and memorable days. He had no 
present and immediate part in the dispo- 
sition of affairs, nor a claim to any. He 
felt, however, very strongly that he was 
the ‘‘representative of the future,” as he 
calls himself, and that there was a point 
beyond which men who were then in the 
fullness or the decline of their power had 
no moral right to mortgage that future 
and to hamper him when he should be- 
come in a great measure responsible for 
the direction of German politics. There 
is at one point a noteworthy bitter- 
ness in his reference to having been 
lett in the dark over night by Bis- 
MARCK concerning the conditions of the 
peace that had been concluded. In one 
or two other places it is evident that Bis- 
MARCK attempted to exclude him from. the 
share in the German councils which he felt 
himself bound to insist upon as the heir 
and successor of a man beyond his sev- 
entieth year. It is evident also that, al- 
though the old King was personally very 
fond of his son, he had no sympathy with 
his political ideas or his political attitude. 
This difference is inevitable in times of 
change, and, whileitis quite consistent with 
warm parental and filial affection, it is not 
favorable to the effective transaction of great 
affairs. Whenever the Crown Prince had his 
way he had it only through sheer force of 
reason addressed to an old man who was 
incapable of taking his point of view and 
to one of the most headstrong of men who 
itideed understood his position, but who 
equally disliked and resented it. To main- 
tain such a position with any dignity or 
with any success required a strong man and 
a man of tact. A weak Crown Prince would 
have been effectually reduced to a political 
nullity by BISMARCK, while a man with a 
strong will and little tact would have 
so carried on his opposition that it would 
have led to personal estrangement from his 
fathérif not to an open scandal. It isplain 
from this diary that the Crown Prince was 
equal to his difficult situation, and that he 
did have his own’ way upon one or two 
highly important points, in which time 
has shown that his own way was the right 
way. That he had the power of conciliating 
men is shown by his appointment to the 
command of the South. German levies with 
the provincial spirit that distinguished the 
people of the smaller German States before 
their union under the empire, their Gen- 
erals and dignitaries naturally bristled with 
sensitive points and were fully prepared to 
detect an insult in every official act of their 
Prussian commander. Before the war was 
over he was as well liked by the army of the 
South as if they had been all Prussians. He 
did not attain this popularity by becoming 
what Emerson calls ‘‘a mush of concession,” 
but by ‘dealing justly and honorably and 
considerately by all with whom he had to 
do atall. In France itself, as the diary 
shows, he was very much less hated than 
any other conspicuous person among the 
invaders, although as a soldier he made 
war without any sacrifice of the interests 
of his country. The same tact which en- 
abled him to achieve these successes stood 
him in good stead during the eighteen 
years which followed, when, as the heir to 
the throne, he was compelled ‘to witness 
the enforcement of:a policy which he pro- 
foundly disapproved, and which BISMARCK, 
with that element of what the Germans 
call ‘‘ mischief-joy,” which is so important 
an ingredient in his composition, may some- 
times have made sharper for the express 
reason that it was disapproved by the 
Crown Prince. During all this exasperat- 
ing ordeal he bore himself at once as a 
dutiful and affectionate son and subject 
and asa patriotic, intelligent, and useful 
German. . In the view it gives of his char- 
acter the full text of his diary deepens the 
impression made by the extracts first trans- 
mitted to us, and makes more sadly evident 
the loss which Germany and Europe and 
the cause of progress and of civilization 
have sustained in his death. 














JUDGE BARRETI’S DAUGHTER DEAD. 

DENVER, Col., Oct. 5.—The pretty little 
town of Cafion City is now mourning the death 
of Miss Gertrude Barrett, daughter of Judge 
George C. Barrett, of the New-York Supreme 


Court, who died,gafter an illness of many 
months, on Thursd&y night. The young lady, 
although suffering from consumption, was af all 
times full of life and ready to lend a helping 
hand to whoever might need assistance. ate 
last Friday night Miss Barrett and some 
friends enjoyed the mountain air, and to that is 
attributed the violent hemorrhage, which re- 
sulted finally in death. Judge Barrett, who was 
telegraphed for’early in the week, will arrive in 
the morning. The body will be embalmed and 
taker East on the arrival of Judge Barrett. 





TO STRIKE TO-DAY. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 5,—As a last resort to pre- 
venta strike on the North Side street railway, 
a conference was held to-night between the men 
and the officers of the road, It resulted in 
nothing, however, and the strike will begin at 
10 o’elock to-morrow morning. President 
Yerkes says he will run the horse 6ars as usual, 
even it he does not use his cable cars. He has 
been bringing in men from other cities, and says 
he is ready. A party of men arrived from Phiia- 
delphia te-day. The present empleyes of the 
road assert that they will be able to carry their 
point.

KEEP YOUR EYE ON IOWA. 


Des Mornes, Oct. 1.—Iowa is a most in- 
teresting State in this Presidential contest; a 
State in which neither of the National Commit- 
tees appears to be taking any particular inter- 
est or expending any money, yet still a State in 
which the Republicans are confident of winning, 
while the Democrats are also hopeful of success. 
An Illinois Republican opinion of Iowa may not 
be conclusive as an indication of what may hap- 
pen here on Noy, 6, but I may quote the editor 
ofa Republican paper in Chicago, who told me 

. that he had declined to send a correspondent 
into this State because, as his paper is support- 
ing the Republican ticket, and the correspona- 
ent who wished to come to this State was honest 
and thorough, the editor was afraid he would 
send letters that could not be printed with any 
probability of increasing Republican confidence 
in the result! That editor ‘knew how it was 
himself,” but he did not care to give the Repub- 
licans of Illinois the blues when they need en- 
couraging in theirown State. He had reason 
to be concerned about Iowa. 

Just look at the history of the State for a mo- 
ment to see how the Republicamm have rapidly 
lost their hold upon a field once commanded by 
them completely. In 1868 it gave a majority 
tor the Republicans-of.46,359, and they had 
nearly 62 per cent. of the whole vote. They in- 
creased in strength during the next four years, 


whole vote. Then the Democratic Party began! 
to grow. Its percentage shot up to 42 in 1880, 
for while the Greenbackers stood aloof, they 
were only training for future alliance with the 
Demerrats. In 1884, on a full vote, the Demo- 
crats had 47 percent. The next election brought 
further indication of disintegration in the Re- 
publicanranks. Of all the votes cast that year 
the Democrats had 48 per cent. They flagged in 
1886, getting but 47 per cent., but in 1887 their 
share of the State’s vote was 48 per cent., 


while the Demoeratic vote and the 14,499 
cast by labor men for their candidates, at the 
expense of Democrats in every instance, 
amounted to 49 per cent. Instead of the plurality 
ef 78,000 in1880 the Republicans had a plural- 
ity ef 15,889, and only a majority of 1,179 for 
Governor. Both of the leading parties, to be sure, 
fell short of their strength. The Republicans 
lacked 27,403 of the votes they held in 1884, 
and 23,790 Democratic votes were clearly ‘‘lost 
in the shuffie.” If they had ail been cast, how- 
ever, the percentage of gains by the Democrats 
would not have been materially changed, as- 
Suming that they were cast as they had been 
four yearsago. Thatis about the story as itis 
told in the political records. Instead of helding 
about two-thirds of all the votes in the State, as 
they did in 1872, the Republicans in 1884 ex- 
ceeded the Democrats so little that a change of 
81x votes ina hundred would have wiped out 
the majority of 19,000 that was obtained for 
the “Uncrewned King,’ # majority less by 
26,000 than that fer Garfield in 1880. 

This cendition of things is not aecidental. The 
Republicans can blame no one for a change that 
ought te have seemed inevitable, if wisdem and 
moderation had centrolled it instead of fanati- 
cism and foolishuess. A few years ago a prohi- 
bition movement began in the State. Its sym- 
pathizers were many. It grewapace. The Re- 
/publican Party joined it almosten masse. There 
Was no occasion fora Prohibition Party. The 
Republican .Party in Iowa became the party of 
prehibition. Holding the Legislature, it made 
laws, severe eneugh at tirst, but increased in 
severity from year to year, until now about 
everything that law can do to make liquor drink- 
ing inconvenient and expensive has been 
done. Distilleries have been closed. Breweries 
no longer exist. Taere are no bars. To buy 
@ glass of liquor or beer is as illegal as it is to 
sell it. You may not even give it away. The 
law has not yet been made so absolutely exclu- 
sive.that one may not buy in Chicago and have 
wine, or beer, or whisky sent to him for his own 
use. Butthe people who nave just failed in 
trying to stop this leak donot giveup. They 
look to the Republicans, still strong in the Legis- 
Jature, to yet make of Iowa a prohibition para- 
dise in which no man shall be permitted te par- 
take of malt or spirituous beverages without 
peril. : 

Does prohibition prohibit in Iowa? I cannot 
speak from personal knowledge about other 
parts of the State, but I can say from actual 
ebservation that it does not prohibit in Des 
Meines. There are no saloons here. The last 
brewery has been abandoned, its employes scat- 
tered to other States, its capital drives to a less 
hostile section, its wagons sold to dray men, its 
calls tor barley and hops silenced. The man 
who thinks that whisky er any other form of 
stimulant is necessary to his happiness must 
be rich or he will find Des Meines as arid as Sa- 
hara. If he is poor, and findsa ‘hole in the 
wall,” ten chances to one that he will be 
pounced upon by a constable armed with a 
search warrant that regards not private rights, 
the feebleness of axe, the helplessness of inva- 
lids nor the assuranees er hysterical women. No 
intoxication? Yes, a great deal of it. [went into 
the Police Headquarters and asked the Captain 
to show me hisrecora of arrests. He brought out 
the ‘‘arrest book.” Every page bristled with 
arrests for intoxication. There were S83 arrests 
for that offense in Septeinber. That was a mod- 
erate number. During the year just ended, the 
whole record, as made up by the City Marshal, 
shows that45 per cent. of ail the arrests made 
were for intoxication. But another amazing 
fact was shewn by reference to this record. 
Every page was defaced by two classes of en- 
tries. One class was of persons arrested for in- 
toxieation. The other inviuded an appalling list 
of persens “found in disorderly houses.” The 
sex of most of these persons plainly enough told 
the story of the offenses for which they had been 
seized. 

AsI merely desire to indicate in this letter 
only the Jeading quegtions that are affecting 
the voters of lowa, and to pestpone some of the 
arguments Made to show that Kkepublican iden- 
tification with them has had somethiag to do 
with the Republiean loss of strength at the polls, 
I will drep rum and jump to railroads, Hate of 
rum and hate of railroads seem to go together 
here. For many years the hostility to tke rail- 
roads has developed intensity. Itset up the Rail- 
road Commission, with large powers. That did 
not satisfy the people, who admitted that the 
railroads had done much for [fowa, but were 
doing much more for themselves and for 
their owners, who did not live in the 
State. lewa  clamored for the In- 
ter-State Commerce Commission bill, 
and particulariy for the long and short haul 
clause. It got both, but it was not yet satisfied. 
Raies out of the State, from Iowa to any points 
in creation, were all right. Butin the State the 
railroads were still free to charge what they 
could get. A majority of the people of tie 
State, speaking tbrough their representatives 
im the Leyislature, Republicaa in both houses, 
passed new laws intended te take the place or 
competition and the law ef supply and demand. 

A mileage law prevails to govern the rail- 
roads in making charges for passengers. The 
maximum charge permitted is 3 cents a mile. 
In order to secure to the people of the State the 
advantages looked for from the adoption of the 
long and short haul clause in the inter-State 
commerce law, the last session of the Legis- 
lature gave the Railroad Commissioners author- 
ity to make schedules. The schedules were 
made. The railroads have fought them off with 
aninjunction, They are disposed to fight right 
along. itis kick and inick back. Business 1s in- 
jured by the fight. Lowa says, through some of 
her peeple, that the railroads are building up 
Chicago and other cities out of the State 
at the expense of the cities of Iowa 
The railroads retort that Iowa is cranky, 
unreasonable, indifferent to the laws of 
trade, and dispesed to ruin corporate interests, 
and especially railroads. in this controversy 
the Republicans have endeavored to be in -the 
lead on the anti-railroad side. The Democrats 
have been more conservative, assuming that 
the dispute must be settled fairly, through rea- 
sonable constraint, but not by absolute appro- 

riation or confiscation of railroad property 
Por private purposes. As a party the Democrats 
have favored supervision of the railroads by 
the commission, but not the greater power of 
making rates and sehedules. 

Well, there is a difference of opinion upon the 
railroad question. The radical railroad tighters 
ure not all Republicans, but Gov. Larrabee, whe 
was elected by a majority of less than 1,200 in 
1887, is classed as One of the most extreme op- 

onents of the railroads, although as a Sta oe 
Eecater he had for many years been an adve- 
cate of liberal treatment of railreads on whe 
ground that the fostering of railroad enter- 
prises would promote the prosperity of the 
State. The small traders all over the State are 
buying from Chicago because they cannot get 
rates from points in Iowa. The jobbing busi- 
nessin the State is depressed and seems to be 
in danger of absolute destruction. Some of the 
men who have been most active talkers for 
more severe supervision and regulation of the 
roads are beginning to wender wheth- 
er they would not be as well oif, and 
the railroads disposed to ‘treat them 
more considerately, if all the  legis- 
lation were not so hestile. The employes 
of the railroads, anxious for the prosperity of 
their employers, are beginning to be interested 
in the matter. They know which party is 
against the railroads and im favor of legislation 
that transfers a geod deal of the management 
to officers of the State. The result is that rail- 
road employes to the number of, say, 30,000 are 
looked upon as likely to vote largely against 
the Republicans and with the Democrats, 

On the tariff question lowa is more broken 
than any Republican politician is willing to ad- 
mit. Itis uotsafe tesay that it will affect 
more votes than the Prohibition question, for 
interest in those two issues is about equally 
strong. lowais naturally a tarifi-reform State. 
Senator Grimes, when in Congress, was almost 
a free trader, although a Republican. Senator 
Allison’s speeches in favor of tax reduction, and 
particularly favoring free wool, are not forgot- 
ten. The State has been educated to belisve 
that itis paying too much tax for the benefit of 
pretected manufacturers in the Fast, and its 
people do not respond gracefully to the frantio

Spirit Traders’ Ciub, 1,500; Canal and Harbor 
Boatmen’s Club, 750: the Dry Goods Consoli- 
dated Merehants’ Ciub, 4,000; Consolidated 
Stock and Petroleam Exchange Club, 1,500; In- 
surance Cleveland and Thurman Campaign 
Club, 1,000; Cotton Exchange Cleveland and 
Thurman Club, 500; Young Men’s Independ- 
ent Club, 1,000; Jewelers’ Club, 1,000, and 
Temple Court Cleveland and Thurman Club, 250. 
Each organization will form at its respective 
headquarters, and, headed by a band of music, 
will march to Bewling Green, where the parade 
wil be formed.

TORONTO, Oct. 5.—E. S. Cox, the ex- 
stock broker ef this city who obtained about 
$100,000 of the funds of the Central Bank of 
Toronto shortly before it collapsed last Fall, 
was dissharged to-day on the last of thecharges 
preferred against him. These charges were 
three specific charges of fraud. The first and 
second charges were dismissed Friday last. The 
hearing of the third charge, involving a sum of 
$10,000, came up to-day, but the case was 
withdrawn, and the prisoner was consequently 
released. Little more success seems to be at- 
tending the efforts of the liquidators of the un- 
fortunate Central Bank to get to this city Mr.

THE WASHINGTON MONUMENT. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 5.—Many thousands 
of visitors to Washington since March 9, 1887, 
have been grievously disappointed because they 
have been unable to ge to the top of the Wash- 
ingtop Monument, or even to get inside the 
suait. Previous to its closing there was no ap- 
propriation for running the elevator or lighting 
the shaft, and all visitors had to climb the five 
hunc¢red feot of stairway, carrying their own 
lights, or going up in pitch darkness. It was 
impossible to keep an effectual watch upon the 
visitors,and as @ resuit seriotis damage was 
dous by contemptible vandals to the tablets 
which line the interior of the shaft. The de- 
Tacement of these stones finuily led to an order 
closing the Monument to everybody. Since that 
time the authoritics have been waiting for 
Congress to furnish the money to run the ele- 
vator and light the shaft. The sundry Civil 
Appropriation bill, which has just become a 
law, appropriates $10,500 for the monument, 
and the shaft will therefore be opened te the 
public again in a few days. Even with the in- 
terior brilliantly lighted, as it will be by elec- 
tricity, it will be difficult to clossly wateh the 
entire stairway, and itistherefore probable that 
Visitors will not be allowed to go to the top ex- 
gept by the elevator, ,

Jefferson trusted the people 
and then was arrayed the two parties of this 
country, the one that thought it necessary to 
build up and foster classes, and the other that 
believed in the masses for the Government. 

_That was the issue to-day, and the Democratic 
‘Party under Grover Cleveland, (cheers,] him- 
self sprung from among the plain people of the 
land, had a leader like Jefferson. Nowadays it 
seemed that the classes were too strong for 
their party. They dominated it. 

Secretary Vilas at some length discussed 
President Oleveland’s vetoes of pension bills, 
and eulogized his course. In concluding he 
said: “The Demoeratic Party aims to advance 
the true interests of philanthropy. In politics 
itatands among men for the advancement of 
the principles of that Constitution which was as 
much erdained of God as any man's work that 
ever was constructed. It appeais to mind and 
it appeals to hope, and as you cast your 
thoughts upon the future of this country, 
straining for a prophetic vision, and inspiring 
your souls with the duty which belongs to hu- 
manity, well may youery as you look forward, 
as said the poss of old, ‘Oh, visions of glory, 
spare my aching sight.’’ 

Enthusiastic cheers were given for the speaker 
and his sentiments. Congresswan Breckinridge 
made a capital speech, which was frequently in- 
terrupted with applause.

BISHOP HARE ON THE INDIAN TREATY. 

Rapip Ciry, Dakota, Oct. 5.—The Right 
Rev. Bishop Hare of thejSouth Daketa Episeopal 
Missien, one of the best posted men in the eoun- 
try en Indian affairs, was seen here this morn. 
ing, having just returned from a three-weeks’ 
trip among the Sieux onthe great reservation. 
He expressed regres at the unsuccessful efforts 
of the Commissioners and attributed their fail- 
ure to the fact that the suspicions of the Indians 


were aroused last Winter when they were re- 
fused permission ‘to visit Washington and con- 
sult with Congress. This suspicion was fanned 
by interested parties inte stubborn opposition 
to the measure. Bishop Hare was present at 
the great council recently held at Lower Brulé, 
at which it was resolved te send a delegation of 
ehiefs and agents to Washingten to interview 
the Great Father concerning the treaty. He 
thinks the step a good one and says that the er- 
fect will be te allay all fears now heid by the 
red men. When the Commissioners ‘return they 
will find the Indians ready and willing to sign 
the treaty. Bishop Hare says he is confident of 
the ultimate success of the Commissioners. 


CARLISLE, Penn., Oct. 5.—Capt. R. H. 
Pratt, Chairman of the Sioux Indian Commis- 
sion, arrived at the Government Indian school 
in this city to-day from Washington. He said 
to-night that there is no longer any doubt of the 
Indians and the Government coming to terms. 
A delegation of chiefs will leave the agefcies 
on Tuesday next for Washington te hold an 
interview witlmSecretary Vilas and President 
Cleveland. The other members of the commis- 
sien, Judge Wright and the Rev. Mr. Cleveland, 
will arrive here to-morrow night as the guests 
of Capt. Pratt, to file a report of their laburs, re- 
turning to Washington on Wednesday with the 
chiefe.

SUICIDE OF MRS. LOUISA A. MOORE AT 
BATAVIA. 

Batavia, N. ¥., Oct. 5.—At the village of 
Oakfield, six miles from here, Mrs.. Louisa A. 
Meore, wife of Jeseph T. Moore, a produce 
dealer, committed suicide this morning at her 
home by shooting herself through the heart 
with a small rifle. Thefamily consisted of Mr. 
and Mrs. Moore and three children—Mabel, aged 
15; Charles, aged 11, and Sadie, aged 7. They 
came to Oakfield from Medina four years ago, 
and for the past two or three years their 
domestic infelicities have wccasioned a good 


deal of gossipin the village of their home, it 
being generally understood that Mr. Moore was 
far from being a model husband and that he 
frequently treated his wife cruelly and barshly. 
Yesterday, it is said, he attracted the attention 
of neighbors by his abuse of Mrs. Moore, who 
was considered a woman of excellent character 
and who was highly esteemed. 

Two years ago Mrs. Moore began an action 
against her husband for divorce. The papers 
were served, but a peconciliation was subse- 
quently effected, and the lawsuit was discon- 
tinued. Mr. Moore went to his business early 
this morning as usual, and before 9 o’clock 
the children were off to school, so that Mrs, 
Moore was left alone. She eyidently began at 
once to make preparations for self-destruction. 
When her son Charlie returned home for din- 
ner shortly after 12 oclock the table had not 
been prepared and his mother was not in sight. 
He instituted a search for her, and in a sleeping 
room up stairs he was horritied to discover her 
lying on the floor cevered with blood. Terri- 
bly frightened he ran from the house and sum- 
moned assistance. Physicians and villagers re- 
sponded, and when they entered the chamber of 
death they found tne corp:e of Mrs. Moore, life 
having evidently departed some time previously. 

The bodys lay upon a quilt that had been care- 
fully spread over the carpet, and the head 
rested upon a pillow. By the side of the body 
was the target rifle from which the fatal«sbot 
had been fired. The) ball had entered the left 
breast, piercing the heart, and probabiy caused 
instant death. That the act was the result of 
deliberation seemed opvious from the circum- 
stances. Before committing the deed she had 
carefully attired herself in white, evidently 
with the idea of preparing herself for burial. 
Mrs. Moore was a good-looking woman 32 years 
of age. Her parents, who lived in Buffalo, are 
dead, but asister and a brother— Richard Waite, 
@ well-known architect—are residents of that 
city. A Coroner took charge of the remains and 
will hold an inquest,

HOW TOM ECK STOPPED SOME DIVORCE 
PROCEEDINGS. 

St. Paut, Minn., Oct. 5.—Tom Eck, the 
bicyclist, is as renowned in love as he is on his 
machine. It was only a few moons ago when 
the public was treated to the full details of his 
romantie courtship and final elandestine mar- 
riage with a young lady of Minneapolis, Miss 
Jennie Carlisle, living with her parents at 
Second-street and Twenty-eighth avenue, North. 
The course of true love was not at all smooth. 
A short time after the marriage Eck left 


Minneapolis for his favorite haunts at Chi- 
cago and other cities further “East, and 
the gossips had it that he had al- 
ready tired of his young wife. At any 
rate, she began proceedings for a divorce two 
months ago, alleging desertion. Last Sunday 
Eck appeared in Minneapolis again, supposedly 
to take seme action inYegard to the divorce. 
He kept pretty quiet all the week until yester- 
day, when he came down, like Lochinvar trom 
the West, and stopped present proceedings by 
carrying off his wife to parts unkoown. Her 
parents, with whom she was living, affirm that 
1t was done foreibly, but that belief is not 
shared by others of the family. 

It 18 said that they accidentally met on Nic- 
ollet-avenue, and he hurried her into a hack, 
which was driven to the Union Station, whence 
they were whisked off behind the iron horse. 
The missing wife’s father reported the case at 
Police Headquarters, and requested that they 
capture Eck, if possible, as he believed that his 
daughter had not accompanied bim of her own 
free will.

The brother 
of Mrs. Eck expressed himself as not at all sur- 
prised at the turrm in affairs. It was not her 
doings, he said, that the divorce proceedings 
were begun, and in his opinion she loved Eck 
wellenough torun away with him any day in 
the week. He took no stock in the belief that 
she was not © pase to the runaway. Itis 
stated that the ents have never taken kindly 
to Eck, and that it was at tneir instance that 
the action for divorce was begun.

ANXIETY FOR KATE OLAXTON. 


A JURY NOW CONSIDERING HER LOSS 
OF HER JEWELS. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 5.—The case of Kate 
Claxton, who wants to recover $1,500 and five 
years’ interest from J. E. Kingsley & Co. for the 
loss of her diamonds in the Continental Hotel 
in September, 1883, went to the jury to-day. 
When the court adjourned the jury was still 


out. A sealed verdict will probably be returned 
to-morrow morning unless the jury disagree. 

Judge Thayer’s charge to the jury was almost 
the same as the one he made last year, when 
the jury disugreed on the same case. He 
summed up the evidence, and quoted the old 
and revised laws regarding the responsibility of 
hotel keepers. 

‘It seems now to be the settled law,” said 
he, “ thatif the owner himself has been guilty 
of such negligence, and that the loss has oc- 
curred imconsequence of such negligence, the 
innkeep is not responsible.” He.would not 
express an opinion as to whether or not Miss 
Claxton had been negligent, but if the jury 
tound that carrying those valuable jewels ina 
loose sachel and leaving it on the floer by her 
side in the breakfast room while she was 
taking her meal was an at of neg- 
ligence that led to the loss, then 
clearly their duty was to find for the defendant. 
He quoted the act of Assembly governing the 
custodianship of valuables in a hotel where 
safes were provided for their safe keeping, and 
notices to that effect posted up, but said that in 
law there were exceptions. ‘ Provided nothing 
herein contained shall apply to such an amount 
of money, valuables, or jewelry as is usual, 
common er prudent for any guest to carry 
about his person.”

You remem- 
ber we had to buy the farm and then we made 
them a present of it. But they didn’t 


stock it as the intendid with the sal- 
ary they got. We paid them $500 
a week and expenses, and as they were engaged 
for 10 weeks they got a tidy littlhsum. After 
the second week ashe -beught herself some dia- 
mond earrings and paid $600 for them.

TARIFF TALK FOR MEN WHO WORK, 


THE PAUPER LABOR CRY, 
XXXV, 

When American workingmen are told 
that they cannot compete with the ‘‘pauper 
labor of Europe” witheut being reduced to its 
condition they sheuld try to understand what 
itis that makes the difference between their 
condition and that of the workingmen of Eu- 
rope who are derided as “paupers.” Suppose, 
for instance, we compare the little country of 
Belgium, with its 460 inhabitants to the square 
mile, with the great country of the United 
States, with an average of less than 20 to the 
square mile. Belgium is an old eountry, rot 
specially blessed in the matter of natural re- 
sources, and its people must somehow gain 
@® subsistence by their labor. Like other 
people, they have only such  oapital 
and appliances #as they have accumulated 
and the labor of their hands and brains 
wherewith to provide for theirdense population. 
Their agricultural lands are divided into patches 
ot from two to twenty-tive acres, nearly half the 
farms having not more than twelve and a half 
acres, The land is highly cultivated, but with 
rude implements and old-fashioned methods. 
Nearly half the people over 7 years of age can 
neither read nor write, though there isan elab- 
orate system of education, The Government is 
costly and the mass of the people have no part 
in it. Necessarily most of the people are en- 
gaged in manufacturing operations, the mate- 
rials for which are preduced elsewhere. 

With this small domain and this swarming 
population the people of Belgium areon the 
whole poor, but not paupers. Their wages are 
lower than wages in this country—and why? 
Is it for lack of taxes toraise the cost of raw 
materials for manufactures and of other things 
which they must buy wich the products of their 
labor? Wotid not these make them still worse 
off? Ifis just as true that the profits of capital 
are lowerin Belgium than in this ceuntry as 
that Wages are lower. Of course there the 
product of iabor, which must be divided between 
the owner of capital and the worker, is smaller 
in proportion to the number that have to 
share it. Is not this the whole explanation 
ot the rate of wages and the condition 
of the laborers? With a small country 
whose resources have been worked for ages 
with no great variety in these resources, with a 
crowded population striving for existence, and 
with conditions that do not encourage ambition 
and effort, these people manage to produce a 
certain aggregate of this world’s goods to be 
distributed for their support. The portion that 
comes to each is small. This, if anything, ac- 
counts for their “ pauper wages.” 

Compare the conditions in this country. A 
vast domain, with varied resources, much of the 
land not yet occupied, and the development of 
resourees barely begun; a population less than 
one-twentieth in proportion to area of that of 
Belgium; free institutions and almost univer- 
sal intelligence and education; every opportuni- 
ty that an enterprising people could wish. There 
is every incentive and inducement to use 
industrv, skill, and energy to. make labor pro- 
ductiv.“of wealth. It 1s productive, and must 
be, if directed intelligently. Because 1t is pro- 
ductive because, avplied under our conditions 
and advantages, it produces a much larger ag- 
gregate result in proportion to the number of 
persons to share in it, the rate of wages is, and 
ought to be, far higher thanin Belgium. What 
have we to fear from competition with Bel- 
gium’s “pauper labor’ so long as it stays at 
home ? ; 

But if we buy the preducts of her cheap Jabor 
with the products of our well-paid labor shall 
we not. be the losers in the bargain? Of course 
not, for our well-paid labor has produced far 
more value per man, and it is the value pro- 
duced and not the labor itself that is exchanged. 
For the work of one man here we may be get- 
ting the work of threes menin Belgium. We 
have the best of that bargain surely, and so long 
as we are engaged in industries adapted to our 
conditions we retain this advantage of getting 
for each man’s work here much more than one 
man’s work in countries with less favorabje 
conditions and lower wages. But suppose we 
have an indv try thatis the same as one im, 
Belgium, wheis wages are lower, can we carry 
it on if we allow the Belgium product to come 
in here without raising its price by a tax? 

There are woolen millsin Belgium, and there 
are woolen mills here. Leaving aside all ques- 
tions but that of labor we-shall see that in Bel- 
gium there willbe a large number of persons 
anxious for places in the woolen mills, and the 
largest possible number will be employed for 
the work to be done. The product of that labor 
will be divided to support many persons in pro- 
portion to its amount. Wages will be low. Here 
there is no crowding for a chance to workin a 
woolen mill, but the werkers will be sought for. 
They will be comparatively few in proportion 
to the work,to be done. Machinery will be ap- 
plied to the greatest extent practicable,\and 
each man will be incited to apply his intelli- 

ence, skill, and industry to turning out as 
arge a share of the product as possible. One 
man may get twice the wages of a Belgium 
operative, but it is by more than twice the 
work. 

In both coumtries the question of wages is de- 
termined by the product of labor in proportion 
to the number among whom it must be divided. 
Otone thing we may be sure, taxes upon that 
which is exchanged forthe products of our 
labor will never increase wages, but they will 
invariably diminish the amount which the same 
wages will buy. Iflabor is cheap in some other 
country the reasons for it exist in that country 
and are connected with its productiveness 
there. If labor is high in this eountry the 
reasons for it exist in this country and are con- 
nected with the productiveness of tabor here. 
Ifthereis anything that can rightly be ealled 
‘pauper labor” in Europe it is to be pitied, not 
derided, much less dreaded. A WORKER, 





A RICOH GOLD MINE. .

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A STAKE FOR INVERWICK 


SHE PLACHS JHH HUNTER 10 
: HER CREDIT. 

»SWIFT BEATS YUM YUM IN THE RACE FOR 
THE ST. NICHOLAS HANDICAP—PARA- 
GON DOES HIS TRICK. 

The American Jockey Club was favored 
‘with another lovely day fer rabing yesterday and 
& good crowd was at Jerome Park to enjoy what 
proved to bea good day’s sport, for, with the 
exception of the Hunter Stakes, there were 
good fields of horses and sharp contests for the 
purses. Four of the favorites won their races, 
60 that backers fared well and left the track 
happy. Those who caught the last train home 
had a rather unpleasant time of it, however, as 
the train reached the city just in time to be 
stalled for 20 minutes in the smoky tunnel 
while waiting for outgoing trains to make room 
for the train to get into the Grand Central Sta- 
tien. 

The heavy bettors got a couple of “ facers” in 
the ring by the defeats of Bella B. by Ipverwick 
in the Hunter Stakes and of Bessie June in the 
sweepstakes over the Titan Course by Paragen, 
the good thing that came out of the West to 
down the boys and who succeeded admirably in 
doing it. It took heavy betting on Prince Royal 
and Steckton at the odds to get the plungers 
even on the day, but most of them succeeded in 
“swimming out,” and were right well satisfied 
to get out even. The betting was lively as a 
whole, and, as is always the case at Jerome, the 
racing was over in such good season as to per- 
mit people to get back to the city at about 5 
o’clock, a feature which is greatly appreciated 
by every one, as the crowd that goes to the race 
track every day except Saturday is one there for 
business rather than fer pleasure, The story of 
the day’s racing is as follows: 

For the opening dash, in which nine 2-year- 
olds faced the starter, it was all Diablo in the 
ring, and such bookmakers as slated the colt 
would lay no better than 1 to 3 against him. 
On many boards he was barred altogether, and, 
with him out, speculative fancy leaned toward 
Carteon and the Eccola filly in about even pro- 
portiens. There was a short delay at the post, 
but when the flag dropped to an even send-off it 
‘was plain that there were no waiting orders on 
this occasion, for every jockey sat down to hard 
riding from the outset. The leading division 
was Hector, the Eccola filly, Heyday, and Car- 
- toon, but as they went to the biuff the Eccola 
filly shot by, and going out of sight had a 
clear lead, with Diablo second, lapped by Heyaay 
and Hector. The positions did not change mate- 
rially on the run round the big turn, but before 

they had fairly straightened for home the Ec- 
cola filiy had gone her limit and collapsed. On 
this Diablo went into the lead, but although at 
the finish the favorite won easily enough, Mo- 
Laughlin had to shake him up considerably to 
get rid of Heyday, the recently-acquired young- 
eter of Byron McClelland. The latter again dis- 
Played powers of speed that stamp him as a de- 
cidedly useful animal, and he hung right to 
Diablo until the last few strides, when the latter 
drew out and won by a length and a half. Car- 
toon was third, three lengths behind Heyday. 

The state of the odds for the St. Nicholas 
Haxdicap was proof that Misseuri Jennings had 
Swiftin trim andthat acoup was contemplated, 
for no sooner had the betting opened than she 
Was installed favorite over Yum Yum, with 
Climax at comparatively long odds for so small 
a tield and in view of his good work of late. 
The good thing came off, and Swift’s backers 
never had cause to feel a moment’s uneasiness. 
Anderson shot her into the lead as soon as the 
flag dropped, and before going a quarter of a 
mile she was two lengths and a half tothe 
good, Mollie’s Last running second, lapped by 
Yum. Yum. Round the south turn the last 
named went by Mollie’s Last, and Hamilton 
went to the whip in the effort to overtake the 
leader. But Swift sailed along, her rider undis- 
turbed by the work of those behind him, and 
finally passed the judges two lengths dhead of 
Yum Yum, without having been touched by 
whip or spur at any part of the race. Climax 
came strong at the end, but Yum Yum was the 
stronger, and had no difficulty in securing sec 
ond place by over two lengths from Climax. 

Mr. Withers has furnished the racing talent 
with some surprises this year, and he gave 

, them another yesterday. In the Hunter Stakes 

* for 3-year-old fillies he started Inverwick against 

Bella B. and Specialty, the latter conceding five 
pounds of weight to Inverwick and Bella B. fif- 
teen. Inverwick had not started since the 9th 
of August, at Monmouth Park, when she cut.a 
rather poor figure in the Cape May Handicap. . 
Consequently, although anything running in 
the ‘all black” commands respect, it was not 
deemed at all probable that Bella B, would suf- 
fer defeateven with the aifference in weight. 

Bo Bella B. was made a hot favorite, Specialty 

being the outsider, although, with McLaughlin 

in the saddle, the bookies did not take any very 
great liberties with her. Tho event does not 
eali for any description, from the fact that it 
Was no race and that Inverwick won with 
the utmost ease. Taylor made the pace with 
her from the outset, and for a mile and a fur- 
long heid her two lengths in front, up to 
which time Bella B. and Speeialty had run in 
company. Passing the bluif for the second time 
McLaughlin -essayed to go up with Specialty, 

but the effort at onee disposed of her, and when 
the three came into sight again near the mem- 
bers’ entrance she was lengths behind aad out 
ofit. Inyerwick still held the same advantage,

McLaugh- 

lin had ceased trying with Specialty half a mile 

from home, and she came in 20 lengths behind 

Belia B, Inverwick pulled up lame in front 

after the race, but, as a watter of fact, Belia B, 

was a@ little sore before it, and Specialty has also 

lately shown trouble in that respect, 

The little pettors had not much chance to get 
even on their Bella B. losses in the fourth race, 
on account of the low odds against Prince 
Royal, but the plungers jumped on him at a 
great rate unti] he was driven to1to4 in the 
books. With htm out Barrister had the call, 
closely pressed by Question and Kaloolah. 
The race was won in clever style by the 
favorite, but it was not until within a 
hundred yards of the tinish that those who had 
invested heavily on him could breathe natu- 
rally. Kaloolah made running for the first 
quarter, going so free and easy asto sug- 
gest that she was ather best and disposed to 
demonstrate it. Geing by the bluff she gave 
way to Question and at this point Garrison got 

ocketed with Prince Reyal, being torced into 

ast position, which he occupied as the let dis- 
appeared behind the clubhouse. When next 
sesn Question had put daylight between herself 
and the bunch, and making the far turn in- 
creased her advantage. It looked as though she 
were again to create havoc among the bettors 
as she had in her previous. races, but as 
they sraightened out for home Garrison 
moved up with the favorite and _ soon 
disposed of the fleet Californian. But Prince 
Royal’s victory was pot yet assured. Rupert 
was oa his good behavior and under Hayward’s 
urging wentup to Prince Royal, and challenged. 
Fer a few strides Garrison had to get in some of 
his best work, but it told and the race was safe. 
In the last 20 yards Garrison was able to ease 
up, and Prince Royal won by half a length, with 
Rupert half a dozen in front of the third horse, 
Kaloolah Barrister finished last.

TO CAPTURE AMERICANS 


M. COQUELIN AND MME. HA- 
DING ARRIVH AT LAST. 
THEY COME STRAIGHT FROM TRIUMPHS 

IN SOUTH AMERICA AND HOPE FOR 

SUCCESS HERE—WHAT THEY SAY. 

M. Coquelin, the eminent comedian from 
the Comédie Francaise, and Mme. Jane Hading, 
distinguished as the leading actress of the Gym- 
nase, Paris, arrived here yesterday on the Biela 
direct from Rio Janeiro, after a voyage of 22 
days. They were .net at Lower Quarantine by 
their American manager, Mr. Henry E. Abbey, 
who had been waiting for them on the Laura M. 
Starin for three days. ‘The Biela was under 
headway for her dock when tho welcoming boat 
met her, but the Starin was made fast to the 
steamship, and the long-expected players were 
transferred, to receive the hearty greetings of 
Mr. Abbey and to answer a long list of ques- 
tions put to them. Mme. Hading was the centre 
of attention as she tripped aboard the local boat. 
She wore a simpie traveling dress of black, 
which was covered by a light wrap of dull red. 
Over this was thrown a gray ulster, while a boa 
of beaver negligently encircled her shapely neck. 
A large hat trimmed with dark-green pheasant 
feathers, terra cotta gants de suéde, and low- 
cut shoes that showed a glimpse of black stock- 
ing, completed her toilet. The actress is 
slightly above the. medium height, slender, 
lithe, and exceedingly graceful. Her face is 
prettier than even the photographs of her that 
are 80 liberally distributed throughout the town. 
Her features are clear-eut, almost classical, the 
brow being broad and white, the nose straight 
and prominent, without being out of propor- 
tion, the mouth generous but not large, the lips 
full and richly red and closing firmly over even. 
pearly teeth, the chin delicate and nervous, the 
throat snowy and perfeotly curved, and tne 


eyes large, dark, and lustrous. Additional 
charm was lent to the ensemble by a crown 
of reddish-brown hair, that fell in masses on 
her forehead and temples. Her’ manner was 
vivacious but elegant in its consummate ease. 

“JT cannot express my delight that this awful 
voyage has come to an end,” she said. “I 
thought that we should never reach New-York. 
Just think of 1t, 22 days on that abominable 
ship. The officers of the Biela were nice enough, 
but the accommodations were wretched, and 
the ouisine!” Mme. Hading was so overcome by 
the recollection of the cuisine that she could 

only hold up both hands to express her disgust. 

* And I was ill every one of those horrible 22 
days,” she continued, smiling wearily. ‘‘I am 
in a perfect fever of fatigue from that voyage. 
Am I satisfied with my South American ex- 
perience? Perfectly. We plaved to tremendous 
audiences, and the entire visit there was highly 
successful artistically and financially. I was 
personally the recipient of much pleasant at- 
tention and many handsome presents. The 
culture of the South Americans astonished me 

reatly. This was especially the case in Buenos 

yres and Montevideo, where everybody spoke 
Freneh and received us with the greatest en- 
thusiasm. In Rio Janeiro the people are less 
civilized. Indeed I might say from the stand- 
point of a Parisienne that they are almost 
savages. Nevertheless, they came to the the- 
atre and were duly appreciative. The play- 
houses in South America, however, are wretched, 
I used to feel when I went on the stage and 
looked out into the big gloomy anditorium as 
though I were ina barn, It was depressing. 
-The accommodations for the artists were also 
very poor. [am pleased to know that in New- 
York the theatres are more like our own. 

“What rdle in my répertoire do I like best? 
Camille. I never played it before going to Rio 
Janeiro, but I like 1t best. I was very success- 
ful in it there, although I had to follow famous 
performances by Mme. Bernhardt and Mme. 
Ducherche, an Italian actress, who is very pop- 
ular with the Brazilians. I also am very fond 
of Sappho, but we are not todo that play in New- 
York. 

“I come to the United States,” she said in 
answer to a question, “hoping and believing 
that I shall be successful here. I have always 
heard of the Americans as an intelligert, pro- 
gressive people, and [ have the utmost conti- 
dence in my management. I have the shadow 
of a suspicion that the réperteire chosen for me 
may be time-worn to your people, but I ain told 
that that will be advantageous to performances 
in French. Of eourse [have pictured New-York 
in my imagination, I fancy thatit is very like 
London.” 

M. Coquelin would never have been recog- 
nized by the many pictures of him that have 
been printed. A shortand stubby beard cov- 
ered his entire chin and cheeks. It was the 
growth of his long voyage and will be speedily 
removed. The famous comedian is below the 
medium height and, without being obese, is 
very “plump.” He is thoroughly informed on 
all subjects appertaining to his art and is vast- 
ly entertaining in his loquacity. Nothing 
escaped him on the Way up the Bay and be had 
something to say about everything. He was 
very enthusiastic concerning Buenos Ayres. 

“The Government there,” said he, ** offered me 
a subsidy of 200,000f. and a theatre built espe- 
cially forme if I would come back to them. 
They area very intelligent people and remind 
me much ofthe French. The Spanish residents 
are more generous than the French residents, 
however. Theformer always paid the highest 
prices to see our performances, while the latter 
were content with the cheap places.” 

He shared Mme, Hading’s hopes with regard 
to the engagement in New-York, and was even 
more sanguine of success, although he said: 
“T never go to a new place to act but what [see 
before me atremendous interrogation point. 
As to the answer, I can speak mere intelligently 
of that next Tuesday morning. I think, how- 
ever, that I may reasonably expect a successful 
outcome of this experiment. Heretofore you 
have imported only exponentsof the graver side 
of the drama; Salvini, Irving, Sarah Bernhardt, 
Rossi. Tne merrier side you have left alone, 
but I think that you will like it none the less on 
that account. My success at home leads me to 
believe that [shall not be altogether a failure 
here.” 

Then he ran offin a rattling conversation 
on all sorts of topics. He was much interested 
in the news that Mr. Daly was todo “Les Sur- 
prises du Diverce”’ under the title of ‘The Lot- 
tery of Love,” and expressed his determination 
to see it next Tuesday night. He had seen Miss 
Ada Rehan act in Paris, and admired her very 
much. He astonished his hearers by referring 
to American politics and expressing the 
opinion that Cleveland would be elected, 
M. Coquelin is accompanied by his son, M. Jean 
Coquelin, whois the counterpart of his father, 
even to the 22 days’ beard. They bath went to 
the Gilsey House, while Mme. Hading and 
her mother, who ascompanies her, are at the 
Vendome. The supporting company and Mr. A. 
Durand, manager fer Abbey, Schoeffel & Grau, 
also came on the Biela, 

M. Coquelin will make his New-York début at 
Palmer's Theatre (late Wallack’s,) on Menday 
nightin ‘‘Les Précieuses Ridicules,” ‘La Joie 
Fait Peur’ and a monologue.

FLAGS AT HALF MAST. 


DEATH AT SEA OF CAPT. GLEADELL 


‘OF THE GERMANIC, 

Capt. Benjamin Gléadell, commander of 
the White Star Line steamship Germanic, and 
one of the most experienced Captains in the At- 
lantic service, died suddenly on Thursday night, 
Sept. 27. 

The steamer left Queenstown at 1:40P. M. of 
that day and Capt. Gleadell remained on deck 
until 8:30 P. M., when he left the bridge in 


charge of Chief Officer Roberts, with the request 
that he be called if the weather grew thick. 

At about 5:30 on the following morning the 
weather began to show signs of thickening and 
Third Officer Dow went below to call the Capt- 
ain. Receiving no anawer to his repeated 
knocks atthe chartroom door he burst it open 
2nd discovered the body of the Captain lying 
face down upon the deck: The ship’s surgeon, 
Dr. Fourness Brice, and Dr. Gilfillan, a passen- 
ger, pronounced ail efforts futile in the Capt- 
tain’s behalf. It was their opinion that the 
Captain had been dead some hours and that 
pe ai 2 had been the fatal. disease. The chief 
officer immediately assumed command of the 
ship and brought her into port. The agents 
were notified by telegraph of their loss when 
the vessel arrived in the Lower Bay and word 
was immediately sent to his family in Liverpool. 

Capt. Gleadell was born in Lincoln, England, 
59 years ago, and went to sea at the age of 14, 
He obtained his first command, the Cella, about 
2u.years ago, and in herlaid the cable in the 
China Sea. Fifteen years ago he entered the 
White Star Line’s service, his first ship being 
the Atlantic. Heleft her the voyage before she 
was lost. Afterward he took charge of the Re- 
public, the Baltic, and the Celtio, remaining on 
the Celtic nine years and sailing 96 voyages in 
her. Tyo years ago he succeeded Capt. Kenne- 
dy on the Germania. 

Capt. Gleadell’s recerd is full of evidence that 
he was a thorough seaman and a gallant man. 
His best work was done on the Celtic. In 1881 
he navigated this ship from midocean to. port, 
on her eastward trip, with a broken stern post. 
In Christmas week, 1883, he again teok her 
into port under adverse circumstances, this 
time her main shaft being broken. Capt. Glea- 
dell had many medals and testimoniais of his 
service in saving lives. One of his most cele- 
brated rescues was that of the crew and pas- 
sengers of the schooner Island Bell, off New- 
foundland, in January, 1877, For this he re 
ceived a gold clasp from the Humane Society 
anda gola watch from the President of the 
United States. 

The body will be taken back to Engiand, 
where the Captain léaves a widow and five chil- 
dren. A memorial service was given on the 
Germanic Sunday, under the direction of Bishop 
Seymour of Illinois. Resolutions of condolence 
were passed by the saloon passengere on Mon- 
day. The flags of the shipping were generally 
suspended at half mast in honor of the dead. 





BEDBLL IO BE EXAMINED. 


IN THE SUIT AGAINST THE BANK OF 
THE STATE OF NEW-YORK. 

James E. Bedell was brought into Su- 
preme Court, Chambers, yesterday morning on 
the writ of habeas corpus issued by Judge 
O’Brien at the instance of Shipman, Barlow, 
Larocque & Choate to have him examined before 
trial as a witness in their suit against the Bank 
of the State of New-York to recover $196,000, 
for which amount of Bedell’s fraudulently ob- 


tained money they hope to hold the bank re- 
sponsible. edell was accompanied by his 
brother, Charles E. Bedell. The Bank of the 
State of New-York was represented by William 
Allen Butler of the firm of Butler, Stillman & 
Hubbard, and Adrian Joline. The Broadway 
Bank, the Phenix, and the Continental Banks 
were also represented by counsel. ‘hese banks 
were indirectly interested in the suit, having 
handled the checks, Elihu Root of the firm of 
Root & Strong appeared for Shipman, Barlow, 
Larocque & Choate. 

Mr. Butler epposed the examination of Bedell 
on the ground that the order to have him pro- 
duced in court was originally secured in a suit 
begun Sept. 27, and that later that suit was dis- 
continued and another begun, and the papers in 
the second suit had not been served until Thurs- 
day. Further, he did not think that Bedell was 
in any sueh condition as would warrant his ex- 
amination before trial. No medical testimony 
was offered to show that he was in special duan- 
ger of dying before the trialof the case, and if 
he was in Sing Sing, under all the circumstances, 
he could not be ina better place. Counsel tor 
the other banks joined with Mr. Butler. 

Mr. Roet argued that he was entitled to 
Bedell’s testimony before the trial of the case, 
because he was amost important witness for 
Shipman, Barlow, Larecque and Choate, and if 
he should die, or the firm should in any way be 
unable to obtain his testimony they would be 
obliged te lose the amount of his swindling. 
The matter of the two suits, Mr. Root con- 
tended, was easily explained. Suit was begun 
Sept. 27 ror the recovery cf about $180,000,and 
after an order had been secured for Bedell’s be- 

“Ing brought into court another check for 
$16,000 was discovered which had passed 
through the bank. Therefore the first suit was 
discontinued and one brought for $196,000. 

Judge O’Brien ruled that sufficient reason for 
Bedell’s examination had been shown, but in 
order to give the other side a chance to 
thoroughly prepare Bedell was sworn and the 
examination was adjourned to Thursday. 





OLIMBING THE 
SEO ETE 
HOW PRIVATE SOLDIERS MAY GAIN 
COMMISSIONS. 

A member of the class of-11 non-com- 
missioned officers recently examined at Fort- 
ress Monroe for appointment as Second Lieu- 
tenants in the regular army, was interviewed 
yesterday by a TIMES reporter regarding the 
examination and general mode ef procedure, 

The law making it pgssible under certain 
couditions for an enlisted soldier to reach the 
grade of Lieutenant was passed by Congress 


in 1881, and during the seven years of its 
operation it has been found to work most suc- 
cessfully. It offers an inducement to young 
men of good character and brains, who are 
unable to receive appointments to West Point, 
to enlist. 

In order to be eligible for such an appoint- 
ment the candidate must be between the ages 
of 21 and 30; he must have served in the army 
for at least two years and have held a non-com- 
missioned office. 

The candidate, upon the recommendation of 
his company commander, is ordered before an 
examining board of five officers. The examina- 
tion is written and is most exhaustive, consist- 
ing of an inquiry into the candidate’s knowl- 
edge of the ordinary English branches, ancient 
and modern history, and the essential principles 
of international law. If suceessful in this 
department examination, which occurs in 
June of each year, the candidate is or- 
dered to Fertress Monroe in the following 
September for the tinal examination. - If passed 
by the latter board a certificate is issued to him 
as “* candidate non-commissiened officer.”” When 
opportunity offers he is appointed to a Second 
Lieutenancy after the West Point graduates of 
the year have been provided for, but in ad- 
vance of all civilian appointments,

THEY AMOUNT TO .FIVE MILLIONS IN 


ONE YEAR. 


A Wall-street operator yesterday made the 
sage remark that the firmest believers in trusts 
Were those who gathered in the dividends that 
the trusts declared. This observation was 
apropos of the announcement that the Sugar 
Trust had declared another dividend of 2 per 
eent., the fifth dividend of 2 per cent. that the 
Sugar Trust has declared within a year. 

These dividends are declared upon a capital 
of $50,000,000, and represent a total of 
$5,000,000. Ithas been declared that half of 
this capitalis water. If so, five 2 per cent. 
dividends represents about 20 per cent. on the 
actual capital. It was no wender, the operator 
said, that the Sugar Trust could afford to pay 
certain refiners a rebate for closing their 
establishments at this rate of profit. The 
closing of Decastro & Donner’s refinery might 
be taken as a case in point. Decastro & 
Donner made soft sugars principally, while 
Havemeyer & Elder made the soft as well as 
the higher grades, By closing Decastro & 
Donner, the trust could curtail pruduction te 
such an extent as te advance all grades of sugar 
to a price which would warrant the payment to 
Decastro & Donner of a perceutage on their 
average annual sales, witheut the necessity for 
the turning of a hand by that firm. This bonus, 
of course, came out of the pockets of consumers. 
“What [I'd like to know is this,’ he added, in 
conclusion, “if the trust can aiford to pay 10 

er cent. annually on an inflated capital of 
$50,000,000, and can also pay refiners for not 
refining, why would it not be possible te pay 
a reasonable dividend upon the actual capital 
after making a fair reduction to consumers?”
